“Senate Adopts Morgan Measure 


by Unanimous Vote. 


Senator Brackett Makes a Determined 
but Ineffectual Effort to Secure 
Another Week's Delay.

ALBANY, March 14.~The Senate this 
afternoon passed the Morgan Uncondition- 
al Ramapo Repeal bill unanimously, and 
it is now before the Governor. When the 
Senate met this morning Senator Slater 
moved that the Committee on Judiciary be 
discharged from the further consideration 
of the bill. Senator Brackett, the Chair- 
man of the committee, resisted the mo- 
tion. 

“TI hope,” said Senator Brackett, ‘* that 
the motion of the Senator from the Nine- 
teenth will not prevail. There is no rea- 
gon on earth why we should act precipi- 
tately upon this matter. The Governor 
already has signed a bill which gives to 
the City of New York the right to condemn 
lands for its own water supply, and there 
is no danger threatening the city which 
demands hasty action upon this measure. 
Since the meeting of the Committee on Ju- 
diciary last evening I have been studying 
this question to see whether there is not 
some way in which a bill can be framed 
which will be just to all the interests in- 
volved. I hope, therefore, that the Sena- 
tor from the Nineteenth will give his con- 
sent to allow this bill to remain in the 
Committee on Judiciary until its next 
meeting.”’ 


Senator Slater refused to give his con- 
sent to action upon the bill being longer 
deferred. He said: 

“The Senate, Mr. President, has al- 
ready passed a bill exactly similar to the 
Morgan bill. It bore my name. It has been 
said that because the Assembly refused to 
accept the Senate bill we ought not to 
take up the Morgan bill, but since I am 
willing to have the Morgan measure passed 
instead of mine, I can’t understand why 
any other Senator should take umbrage at 
the Assembly’s action and further delay 
Ramapo legislation, which this Senate is 
already on record as unanimously favor- 
in. 


Fas to the Chairman’s suggestion about 
the desirability of change in this bill, l 
want to say that I would not accept any 
change. I do not see why such a sugges- 
tion should be made at this time. The 
whole matter was thrashed out when my 
bill was before the Senate. A subcommit- 
tee of the Judiciary Committee was ap- 
pointed to draft a bill as a substitute for 
my repeal bill. This was done, but when 
the new bill came out its constitutionality 
was so vigorously assailed that it was 
ss ye When my bill was passed it was 
in all respects similar to the Morgan bill 
which passed the Assembly and upon 
which 1 now seek to have the Senate act. 
There is no reason in my judgment why we 
should go over the old ground again.” 

**Is there any possible conceivable harm 
which could be done my the delay of a 
week?"’ asked Senator Brackett. 

"To this Senator Slater replied that there 
ought to be no question of time involved. 
The Senate having once given approval to 
this legislation after mature considera- 
tion there was no reason for delaying ac- 
tion upon it again. 

‘Senator Brown next took the floor upon 
the motion of Senator Slater and made a 
statement of seemingly remarkable in- 
consistency. He said: 

‘Mr, President, I see we are now en- 
gaged in furnishing headlines for the met- 
ropolitan dailies. In their account of what 
took place in the Committee on Judiciary 
last evening the New York papers put me 
down as one of those who voted against 
reporting out the sforgan bill. I did not 
s0 vote. I voted to report it out, and I 
trust that eventually it will become a law 
but I can’t help saying that it strikes me 
as being inequitable and unjust, and I re- 
gret that this Senate did not see fit to dis- 
play a greater regard for vested rights.” 

hile Senator Brown was speaking, Sen- 
ator Stranahan left his seat and engaged 
in a whispered consultation with Senator 
Brackett. When Senator Brown had con- 
cluded his statement Senator Brackett 
arose and said: / , 

*In order that the precedent my not be 
set of discharging so important a commit- 
tee as the Committee on Judiciary from 
the consideration of a bill I will agree 
with the Senator from the Nineteenth that 
if he will not press his motion the Com- 
mittee on Judiciary, with the consent of 
the Senate, shall meet immediately and 
act upon the Ramapo bill.” 

Senator Siater gave his consent to this 
proposition, and the consent of the Sen- 
ate having been obtained for the commit- 
tee to sit during the session of the Sen- 
ate, the members of the committee filed out 
of the Senate Chamber. They were back 
in less than five minutes. When the order 
of submitting reports was reached, Sena- 
tor Brackett handed up a report from his 
committee reporting the Morgan Ramapo 
bill favorably without amendment. Sena- 

r Slater asked unanimous consent that 
the bill be advanced to third reading and 
voted on at once. Senator Higgins ob- 
jected. He said there was no reason why 
the bill should not take its proper place 
upon the third reading calendar. 

ater in the day the bill was reached 
on third reading in regular order, and it 
then came up for final passage. Senator 
Elsberg said that while he would vote for 
the bill, he deplored that the Senate had 
been hurried into legislation upon the sub- 
ject by public clamor. Senator Slater said 
the bill had received full and fair consid- 
eration and it was before the Senate strict- 
ly upon its merits. Senator Raines said 
he would vote for the bill to protect the 
citizens of New York against their own 
officials. The bill received the affirmative 
vote of every Senator present. 

The bill reached the Governor late this 
afternoon and he transmitted it to the At- 
torney General for an opinion. 


THE TOPEKA’S MEN DESERT. 


Sailors Say Their Food Was Unfit to 
Eat and Many of Them Leave.

NORFOLK, Va., March 14.—There have 
been wholesale desertions from the United 


States cruiser Topeka, which vessel has ar- 
rived at the navy yard from an extended 


Southern cruise. Five of the sailors who 
escaped were rounded up by the local police 
and others were arrested in nearby towns. 
The men complain bitterly of the food 
that was served them on the last voyage, 
and claim that it was unfit to eat. They 
say they complained to the Captain, who 
rei srred them to a Lieutenant, who in turn 
referred them to the Paymaster, who asked 
them, “‘ What's the trouble with the chap- 
,’ and there the matter ended.

availed themselves of the opportunity 
the Topeka reached port. The offi- 
cers of the ship say that the men were fed 
as well as on any war vessel and those who 
were natural kickers. 
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LORDS PASS DRUNKARDS BILL. 


It Is Warmly Supported by Lord Salis- 
bury, Who Says Ordinary Temper- 
ance Legislation Is Unjust. 
LONDON, March 15.—In the House of 
Lords yesterday the Bishop of Winches- 
ter’'s Habitual ‘Drunkards bill passed its 

second reading. 

Lord Salisbury warmly supported the bill, 
which fixes higher penalties than in the 
case of simple drunkenness, especially in 
the case of a person intoxicated when in 
charge of a child. The bill provides that 
habitual drunkenness shall be treated as 
persistent cruelty, and entitle a wife to 
divorce. The sale of liquors to inebriates 
is torbidden. 

The Premier said he hoped that the Gov- 
ernment might succeed in passing the bill. 
What was ordinarily called temperance 
legislation was diminishing the power of 
obtaining intoxicants. That ones of legis- 
lation was directed against the persons 
guilty of intemperance, but it also affect- 
ed the large body who were thereby re- 
stricted in their natural liberty by the de- 


sire of legislators to deal with inebriates, 
which seemed to be unjust. 


ANGER AT LONDON TIMES. 


Its Disclosure of the Government's Civil 
List Proposals May Result in 
Proceedings Against It. 


LONDON, March 15.—The disclosure of 
the civil list proposals of the Government 
by The Times yesterday has created a 
flutter. 


Mr. Balfour, when asked about the matter 
in Parliament, said the documents were 


private and confidential, and he regarded 
the disclosure as in the highest degree de- 
plorable and discreditable to the channel 
through which they had been communi- 
cated to the press. He seemed to insinuate 
that a member of the Civil List Committee 
was guilty of the disclosure. It is believed, 
however, that this was not the case. 

To-day a question will be asked in the 
Commons with a view to endeavoring to 
bring The Times under the penal law 
against improper disclosure of otficial doc- 
uments, 


PATENT LIFEBOAT UPSETS. 


A Man Is Drowned by Being Thrown 
with His Companions from a 
“Non-Capsizable” Boat. 

During a test of what its inventor 
claimed was a ‘‘non-capsizable and non- 
sinkable lifeboat’ at the dock of the 
United States Army Transport Service, foot 
of Pacific Street, Brooklyn, yesterday, one 
man was drowned and twelve other men 
were also thrown into the water. The 
number thirteen figured in the fatality in 
a way which greatly impressed the super- 
stitious. The accident happened at 1 
o'clock, thirteen minutes after the boat 
was launched, there were just thirteen men 
in the boat at the time, and the one man 
whose life was lost lived on Thirteenth 

Street. 

The lifeboat is owned by a motor com- 
pany. It was sent to the Government pier 
to be tested, the inventor hoping to get 
that pattern of lifeboat adopted by the 
Government for use on the army trans- 


ports in place of the style of craft now 
carried on these vessels. The boat is 
thirty-five feet long, and is one of the 
largest of its kind built. The test was 
made under the supervision of Capt. A. D. 
Northrup, Marine Superintendent of the 
Army Transport service. When the boat 
was launched from the pier it was manned 
by green men, most of them carpenters 
from a shop near by. The men had pulled 
the boat but a short distance down the siip 
when the craft suddenly tilted and all of 
its occupants were thrown into the watcr. 
A large crowd had gathered to watch. the 
experiment, and immediately there was 
sreat excitement among the people on the 
pier. 

Nearly all of the men .who had been 
thrown out of the boat could swim, but 
there were three or four of them who had 
been caught under the boat, and they 
struggled desperately to get free. Andrew 
Peterson, thirty-four years old, a_ car- 
enter, who lived at 375 Thirteenth Street, 
3rooklyn, was the one man drowned. He 
sank before a rope could be thrown to 
him. His body was recovered. Peterson 
leaves a wife and four children, and a col- 


‘lection was taken up among the employes 


of the pier for the benefit of his famity. 
Coroner Burger will hold an inquest. 

The fact that carpenters, who know 
nothing whatever about handling a boat. 
were used to man the craft caused much 
criticism among the employes of the pier. 
Just what caused the craft to tilt over is 
not known. It was said, however, that it 
resulted from violent rocking on the part 
of the men in the boat, although the in- 
ventor of the craft claimed that it was 
non-capsizable and non-sinkable. 


RIDES PONY INTO POST OFFICE. 


Miss Waterbury of This City Fined 
for Doing It in Aiken, §. C.

COLUMBIA, S. C., March 14.—Miss Wat- 
erbury of New York was shocked this 
morning when she received a summons 
from a policeman to appear before Acting 
Mayor Green of Aiken on the charge of 
violating a city ordinance. 

It appeared that Miss Waterbury rode 
her polo pony into the Post’ Office when 
she went for her mail. She sent an at- 
torney to represent her at the Municipal 
Court and paid the $5 she was fined. 


Buy Alabama Coal and Iron Lands.

BIRMINGHAM, Ala., March 14.—D. A. 
Aderholt and associates of Oneonta, Blount 
County, have sold to J. M. Elliott, Presi- 
dent of the Southern Car and Foundry 
Company, and his associates, New York 
and English capitalists, 4,000 acres of coal 
land on the Oneonta and Attalla extension 
of the Birmingham Mineral Railroad, near 
the Underwood coal mines. Mr. Elliott and 
his associates have also made purchases of 
ore lands near Gadsden, in the same neigh- 
borhood. It is reported that they will soon 
organize an important industrial corpora- 
tion and extensively operate the ore and 
coal property. 


Southern Iron and Pipe Shipments.

BIRMINGHAM, Ala., March 14.—Pig iron 
and cast iron pipe shipments in February 
were very satisfactory. Pig iron ship- 
ments from Alabama and Tennessee were 
114,261 tons. From the Birmingham dis- 
trict alone they were 65,206 tons, 4,823 tons 
for export. Cast fron pipe shipments from 
Alabama and Tennessee were 10,490 tons, 
from the Birmingham district alone 5,414 
tons, exported 240 tens. The shipments of 
east iron pipe are over 100 per cent. greater 
than they were this time last year. 


Philadelphian Hurt While Racing.

.COLUMBIA, 8. C., March 14.—Eight or 
ten gentlemen participated in a pony and 
polo ball race at Aiken this afternoon. In 
the heat of the scrimmage the girth of 
the saddle of J. B. Appleton of Philadelphia 
broke, and he was hurled to the ground 
with such force as to render him uncon- 
scious for more than an_hour. He was 
picked up and carried to Cherokee cottage, 
where the Appletons are wintering, and re- 
ceived prompt medical attention. He is 
resting easily to-night.

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COL. SANGER TAKES OFFICE | MR. EVANS NOT To RESIGN NOW| ROLTING TEAM'S WILD 


Appointed and Sworn in as As- 
sistant Secretary of War. 


Official Statements Regarding the Ap- 
pointment Issued from White 
House and War Department.

WASHINGTON, March 14.—Col. William 
Cary Sanger of New York became Assist- 
ant Secretary of War to-day. He received 
his commission shortly after noon, and 
was at once sworn in in the office of Sec- 
retary Root. This was sooner than had 
been expected last night by those who 
were led to believe that the appointment 
was inevitable and imminent, and it came 
much more suddenly than could be believed 
by those who heard of the furious opposi- 
tion of the Senators from New York, an op- 
position that was most vehement at first, 
and which has been rapidly diminishing as 
the probability of the appointment of Col. 
Sanger became assured. 

There was a note of surrender in the talk 
of Senator Depew last night, and as Sen- 
ator Platt would say nothing, deferring 
further discussion until after he and his 
colleague had seen the President, it was 
Supposed that “ the fight to a finish’’ was 
still on, 

Col. Sanger’s appointment and commis- 
sion were already made out when Senators 
Platt and Depew called during the morning 


at the White House. For about an hour 
they were with the President. There they 
learned for the first time, directly, that 
Col. Sanger was to be named. Heretofore 
their intormation has been obtained from 
report. What they ‘said to the President, 
and the replies of the President to them, 
can be ascertained only by _ inference 
through the official statement issued from 
the White House after they had departed. 
The statement was as follows: 

‘The New York Senators, Platt and De- 
pew, called upon the President this morn- 
ing, and for the first time the subject of 
Cot. Sanger’s appointment as Assistant 
Secretary of War was referred to. Having 
gone over the matter fully with the Sec- 
retary of War, they desired to offer no 
opposition to Col. Sanger’s appointment.”’ 

There is reason to believe that Mr. Platt 
told his story about Col. Sanger, basing his 
objections to him upon personal grounds 
rather than upon any lack of ability or in- 
tegrity. As Mr. Depew’'s opposition to Col. 
Sanger has been purely sympathetic, per- 
sisted in in order to enable the delegation 
froin New York in the Senate to present an 
unbroken front, it is believed that no 
poignant regrets are felt by the junior 
Senator oy victory by the Presiden 
over the two Senators. ° 

At the War Department there was a lit- 
tle flutter of excitement over the sudden 
appointment of a new Assistant Secretary 
in place of Mr. Meiklejohn. In the after- 
noon there was circulated a notice that 
led its readers to assume that Mr. Meikle- 
john had not resigned at all, but upon his 
own intimation that he would not care to 
be reappointed a successor was found. This 
notice was also official and in the follow- 
ing words: 

‘“*Some time before the expiration of the 
last Administration and before the reap- 
pointment of the Cabinet, Assistant Secre- 
tary Meiklejohn notified the President that 
by reason of his candidacy for the Senate, 
the long canvass attending it, and the ne- 
cessity that there should be an Assistant 
Secretary who could be present in Washing- 
ton to perform the duties of the office, he 
was unwilling to permit his name to be con- 
sidered for reappointment. William Ca 
Sanger has, accordingly, been appointed, 
and will immediately enter upon the dis- 
charge of his duties.’ 

The acceptance of Mr. Meiklejohn’s offer 
for what it was worth does not yet cease 
to surprise those at the War Department, 
who have known him as an admirable ex- 
ecutive officer and one supposed to be in 
full sympathy with the objects of his chief. 

In some quarters there was a belief ex- 
ressed that while in many respects Mr. 

eiklejohn was accéptable to Secretar 
Root, there had been a suspension of full 
confidence since the charges of Capt. 
Hawkes against Col. Heistand were pressed 
upon the department. These charges, 
which Secretary Root was not disposed to 
consider important, led to the uncovering 
of a letter, written by Capt. Hawkes, com- 
=o’ a hemp speculative scheme con- 
trived by himself and approved over the 
signatures of Assistant Secretary Meikle- 
john, Col. Heistand, Col. Boyd of North 
Carolina, now a United States Judge, and 
one or two others. 

The signatures of others than officers of 
the War Department are said to have dis- 
turbed Mr. Root little, if at all, but that 
his assistant shculd have so far forgotten 
prudence as to commit the department to 
the speculation Is said to have had the ef- 
fect of impairing subsequent confidence in 
the judgment of the man who gave the 
signature of the War Department to a 
scheme in which it should have had no 


part. 
ur. Meiklejohn's intimate friends, and 
he has many, insist that his action was 
open and above board, and absolve him 
from any charge of corrupt use of power. 
The matter is now under examination by 
the Senate Committee on Military Affairs, 
and the pees will get upon the record. 
Wide-eyed surprise was manifested at the 
announcement, which is taken as an order, 
issued this afternoon at the War Depart- 
ment, that all officers on duty in the de- 
artment call upon the new Assistant 
ecretary of War to-morrow in uniform. 
This will be the first instance of the kind 
ever known in the department. No Secre- 
tary of War has enjoyed this honor to his 
office or person. The order will be obeyed, 
of course, but there will be no real peace 
in the department until it is ascertained 
who is responsible for this innovation. 


SEARCHLIGHTS FOR NEWPORT. 


Powerful Plant to be Provided by the 
Navy at Fort Adams,

NEWPORT, R. I., March 14.~—The Harbor 
of Newport is to be provided with powerful 
searchlights at each of the new fortifica- 
tions and garrisons. The work already has 
taken definite form, and a gang of me- 
chanics about Fort Adams are erecting a 
power house to contain two generators for 
the purpose of lighting the batteries, the 
post, and to supply the searchlights. An 
appropriation of $20,000 is available for the 
work at Fort Adams. 

The maneouvres of the “navy here last 
Summer demonstrated one important fact, 
if nothing else, and that was the blinding 
effect of searchlights upon the crews of 
the ships. The men at the wheel were 
unable to steer their boats. safely, and 
in these tests they were declared * put out 
of action’’ by the searchlights and cap- 
tured. 

During the mancouvres next Fall in New 
York Harbor and about the Narrows by 
the army and navy, tests will be made 
by the searchlights on the forts and those 
operated on the ships which will attemipt to 
force an entrance into the‘harbor. Similar 
tests will be made here next Summer by 
the North Atlantic Squadron carrying out 
some of the problems the War College will 
have arranged. 


Mr. Carnegie’s Gift to Montclair.

MONTCLAIR, N. J., March 14.—Andrew 
Carnegie has just ‘given Montclair $30,000 
for a new public library. The site for the 


new library will probably be close to the 
Montclair Club property. There is talk of 
establishing a college here, and the plan is 
to have the new library handy to it. Mont- 
clair’s small library will be merged into 
the larger one. 


Mr. Carnegie’s Offer to Charlotte, N. C. 
CHARLOTTE, N. C., March 14.—Andrew 
Carnegie has offered to the City of Char- 
lotte $20,000 with which to erect a libra: 
building. The offer is based on the condi- 
tions that the city give a free site and 
establish an annual fund of $2,500 for the 


maintenance of the library. he offer will 
doubtless be accepted.

WASHINGTON, March 14.—Pension Com- 
missioner Evans does not contemplate 
leaving the Pension Office while the pen- 
sion claims attorneys are hounding him 
with the idea of getting a man more willing 
to humor their greed. By and by, when it 
is seen that the President has stood by him 
in the fight waged against him, and that 
he does not approve of the assaults upon 
him from any quarter, Commissioner Evans 


may ask for release from a position that 
has been retained at pecuniary loss and 
at the cost of all popularity with ihe pen- 
sion ‘ sharks,”’ 

The President would not let him go now 
for the sake of both. He does not shage 
the hostility of some of the professional 
soldiers against Mr. Evans, and he has 
no sympathy with that anxiety to get a 
second Tanner in the place that inspires 
some of the attacks upon Mr. Evans.

The most serious injury 
sustained by any member of the party was 
a broken jawbone. The children escaped 
without so much as a scratch.

The 
carriage belonged to an undertaker named 
Norton, of Fifty-third Street, It was 
driven by Thomas Dougherty. The funeral 
crossed the East River by way of the 
Thirty-fourth Street Ferry, and proceeded 
out on Borden Avenue. At the crossing of 
the North Shore Division tracks a train 
from Oyster Bay was coming in. The first 
carriages and the hearse crossed safely, 
but before the carriage in which the nieces 
of Mrs. Rogers were could get over the 
gateman began to lower the gates. The 
horses became restive and the reins broke. 
The horses plunged toward the crossing, 
and Dougherty leaped from the box. He 
escaped injury. | 

The horses dashed against the gates and 
broke through them just as the engine 
reached the same spot. The pilot hit the 
carriage just forward of the front wheels. 
This caused the horses to be thrown in one 
direction and the carriage to roll over and 
land with its wheels upward twenty feet 
down the track on the opposite side. The 
train stopped witnin three car lengths, and 
the passengers and train crew rushed out 
to offer aid. As the rescuers approached 
they heard the women screaming. All 
were soon pulled out. : 

Dr. Brennan of St. John's Hospital was 
on hand in a few minutes, and as the 
women were all hysterical, hurried them to 
the hospital. There it was found that Miss 
Mary ard's jaw was broken, and that 
her sister had suffered slight cuts and 
bruises. Later in the day they all went 
home except Miss Mary Ward. 


MARYLAND DISFRANCHISEMENT 


Senate Passes the Bill After Long Ses- 
sion—Gorman in Personal Com- 
mand at Annapolis. 
ANNAPOLIS, Md., March 14.—The Dem- 
ocratic majority in the Senate, after a 
tedious session lasting from 11 A. M. until 
8 P. M., aided by the application of the 
cloture rule, succeeded in passing the “ dis- 
franchisement”’ bill to-night by a vote of 
14 to 11, a strict party division. It now 
oes to the House for concurrence in the 

Senate amendments. 

There has been some talk to the effect 
that the Democratic leaders in the House 
will non-concur in some of these, in which 
event the passage of the bill in that branch 
may be delayed, but the consensus of 
opinion is that no further obstacle will be 
placed in its way and that it will go to 
the Governor to-morrow night for his 
signature. 

During the fight in the Senate to-day 
ex-United States Senator Gorman sat in 
the private room of the President of the 
Senate, adjoining the Senate Chamber, and 
directed the Democratic forces. 


HELD TO BE A BUCKET SHOP. 


Court Decides a Kansas City Commis- 
sion Company's Appeal.

CHICAGO, March 14.—A ruling that the 
Christie Street Commission Company con- 
ducts a bucket shop in Kansas City, and 
therefore is not entitled to an injunction 
restraining the Chicago Board of Trade 
from cutting off the daily market report, 
has been affirmed by the Appellate Court, 
which, in an opinion voiced by Judge Sears, 
Says: 

“We are of opinion that when it ap- 
peared to the Chancellor that the aid of 
the court was sought to enable the com- 
plainant-appellant to carry on an enter- 
prise which was prohibited by the law, the 
Chancellor could not do otherwise than 
deny the prayer. If it is not within the 
scope of Chancery jurisdiction to punish or 
prevent crimes at the instance of private 
suitors, it is surely quite as far removed 
from the scope of equity to assist the law- 
breaker in his violation of the statute.” 


TO COMPLETE SHERMAN STATUE. 


Mrs. Carl Rohi-Smith Makes Contract 
With Two Sculptors,

WASHINGTON, March 14.—Mrs. Carl 
Rohl-Smith has concluded a contract with 
Bush Brown of New York, and Henry Kit- 
son of Boston, to complete the statue of 
Gen. W. T. Sherman, begun by her late 
husband. This contract was originally 
awarded about four years ago, after a com- 
petition in which there were offered some 
twenty-five models of various degrees of 
merit. Four models were selected by ex- 
pert committeemen as entitled to be drawn 
from, but the model of Rohl-Smith, which 
was not among the four, was selected by 
the soldier committee deciding. Among the 
competitors was Bush Brown. 

Mr. Kitson, it is expected, will have the 
work of completing the statue itself, and 
the work on the medallion may fall chiefly 
to Mr. Brown. The obligation to adhere 
to the designs of Rohl-Smith may not be 
so strict as to prevent any improvement in 
his design that individual taste or in- 
genuity may suggest, but it is understood 
that there are features that must be re- 
tained in order to hold the approval of the 
monument commission.

DASH ON BROADWAY 


Coachman’s Coolness Averts Dis- 
aster to Theatre Crowds. 


CARRIAGE TWICE HIT BY CARS 


One Horse Finally Brings Up in a Cellar 
J. W. Roosevelt and 


Party in the Vehicle Escape 


Way—Mrs. 


Injury. 


Crowds leaving the theatres in Broadway 
last night scrambled madly for safety and 
carriages were hastily driven into the side 
streets before a furious runaway, which 
came down town at the time when the 
throng was at its height. That many were 
not killed or injured was due to the cool 
courage and iron arm of Michael Beyer, 
the coachman of the runaway carriage, who 
at great peril to himself and wish the 
single rein he had, prevented the horses 
from crashing into a jam of carriages just 
ahead by turning them into Thirty-first 
Street. 

As it was, the coach was twice struck 
by cabie cars, the second time being hurled 
against an empty cab standing before the 
Grand Hotel. The shock upset the cab. 
Beyer, with a supreme effort, pulled his 
team up on the sidewalk, one of his fine 
horses falling and rolling across the flag- 
stones and down the stairs leading to the 
cellar of Alper’s drug store. Then four 
women, almost senseless from fright, but 
unhurt, were carried into the hotel. 

They were Mrs. J. W. Roosevelt of 11 
East Thirty-first Street, her mother, Mrs. 
d’Ormieulx; her daughter, Miss Lorraine 
Roosevelt, and Mrs. Perry, a friend who 
was visiting them. They had been at- 
tending the concert of the Musical Art 
Society at Carnegie Music Hal!. and it 
was shortly before 11 o'clock when they 
passed under the elevated road at Thirty- 
fourth Street on their homeward way. The 
spirited team tock fright at a 
passing overhead and bolted. Beyer rose 
up on his box and sawed at their mouths, 
while bystanders shouted with fear or ex- 
citement. Suddenly the right rein snapped 
and fell and the horses seemed instantly to 
bound forward at redoubled speed. 

At Thirty-second Street they passed 
the right a cable car going in the same 4Gi- 
rection. 
of it, and the carriage came 
with the front of the car. 
into the air, and it seemed as if it would 
roll over, but it came down right side up 
and free from the track, and continued un- 
checked, while those running after it cn 
the sidewalk stopped lest they might run 
into peril, and those before fled to door- 
ways and stairs. 

In front of the Bijou, Wallack’s, and 
Daly’s the roadway was blocked with car- 
riages receiving the audiences which those 
piayhouses were discharging. Beyer saw 
that to let his team plunge into the mass 
would mean death and destruction per- 
haps to a score, and took the only chance 
open to him to avoid it by trying to turn 
into the side street. 

Had the gripman of the north-bound car 
that struck him anticipated the move and 
stopped, he might have been successful, but 
perhaps the collision was a fortunate one, 
as it was, for otherwise the runaway 
would almost certainly have plunged into 
the. Fifth Avenue streams of vehicles. 

The Roosevelt . carriage was badly 
wrecked, one 
ished, and the horse that rolled down the 
cellarway was so badly hurt that it may 
have to be killed. The cab that was over- 
turned was considerably broken, and its 
horse also cut and bruised by falling on the 
sidewalk. The rig is operated by a hack- 
tman known around the neighborhood as 
“The Midget.’’ His turnout was still able 
to travel after the wreck had been cleared 
away. The coach was owned by the Daly 
Stables, in Fourth Avenue, between Thirty- 
first and Thirty-second Streets. 

The rescued women remained for a time 
in the ladies’ parlor of the Grand Hotel, and 
then were sent to their home in another 
carriage. At the Roosevelt house at mid- 
night it was said that, while all were still 
suffering keenly from their fright and the 
shaking up they had received. there were 
no evidences that any one of them had re- 
ceived bodily injury.

MONTREAL, March 14.—Interest in the 
Anticosti question has been revived by the 
authoritative statement that M. Menier, 
the French owner of the island, has refused 
$3,000,000 for the property from a syndi- 
cate of Canadians which was willing to 
take it off his hands, and so solve the diffi- 
culty. As he only paid $400,000 for the 


property, he is seeking a good profit oa 
nis investment, even if, as he claims, he 
has expended $1,000,000 in improvements 
since he has been in possession.

MR. FITZGERALD TESTIFIES. 


Congressman Appears Against Police- 
man Who Arrested Him in Wash- 
ington on Inauguration Day. 
Special to The New York Times. 


WASHINGTON, March 14.—Representa- 
tive Fitzgerald of New York was a prose- 
cuting witness to-day at Police Headquar- 
ters, appearing to complain of the conduct 
of Officer Kilmartin in arresting him on 
inauguration day at Pennsylvania Avenue 
and Fifteenth Street. 

Mr. Fitzgerad swore that he had been di- 
rected by one officer to a certain place 
where he might cross the line of the pa- 
rade, and that he was intercepted by Kil- 
martin and threatened with rough treat- 
ment unless he got under the ropes. Mr. 
Fitzgerald testified that he informed the 
officer he was a member of Congress, and 
that the officer responded with an oath 
that he did not care if he was. 

Mr. Fitzgerald was held by the officer 


until a patrol wagon was sent for, when 
he said that he was hustled ten feet to the 
wagon and carried away, the officer direct- 
ing that a charge of disorderly conduct be 
lodged against him and $5 collateral be de- 
manded for his Supenrense next day. Rep- 
resentatives Riordan’ and Ruppert, who 
were with Mr. Fitzgerald when he was ar- 
rested, corroborated his testimony. 

The testimony of the officer set forth 
that he did not understand Mr. Fitzgerald 
as meaning that he was a member of the 
House of Representatives when he said 
that he was a member of the House, he 
supposing that Mr. Fitzgerald meant that 
he longed to the Regent House, a near- 
by hotel. He also denied having sworn at 
the Representative. Several officers cor- 
roborated the testimony of the officer un- 
der charges. The hearing was completed, 
bui decision was not reached. 

This is the only instance heard of on 
inauguration day of severity by the po- 
lice toward people on the streets, the con- 
duct of the police on that day having been 
marked by great consideration for the com- 
tort of the crowds.

UTAH POLYGAMY LAW VETOED. 
Gov. Wells Says It Would Harm More

SALT LAKE, Utah, March 14.—Gov. 
Wells has vetoed the Evans bill, regulat- 
ing prosecutions for polygamy and render- 
ing them practically impossible, on the 
ground that it would work more harm 
than good to the people of the State and 
would be used as a weapon against the 
classes it was designed to benefit.

INDICTMENT OF POLICE 
CAPTAINS LIKELY 


Criminal Actions to be Instituted 
by the District Attorney. 


Police Department Vainly Tries to Avert 
the Trouble — Thomas, Westervelt, 
and Donohue Among Offenders. 


Police Captains Thomas, Westervelt, 
Donohue, and other members of the police 
force who failed to suppress gambling 
houses and other fllegal resorts found to 
exist in many precincts by the Committees 
Five and Fifteen, may be indicted by 
the Grand Jury next week. 

Police Commissioner Murphy received 
yesterday from District Attorney Philbin 
a communication in which the latter stated 
his intention of bringing criminal actions 
against certain police officers at an early 
date. Pursuant to hijs policy to give the 
police authorities a chance to act before 
taking action himself, the District Attorney 
inquired whether or not it was the Com- 
missioner’s intention to prefer charges 
against and. bring to trial the officers in 
whose precincts gambling houses were 
found in operation and raided by citizens’ 
committees. 

In a letter sent to Col. Murphy, and pub- 
lished in THE New York Tim&s, Mr. Phil- 
bin made cléar his position in‘ regard to 
the matter of precedence in trials by stat- 
ing that in his opinion the interests of 
the public would be best served if the po- 
lice authorities first tried the offenders 
charged with neglect of duty and other 
offenses, before the machinery of the crim- 
inal law was put into operation. Should 
the District Attorney proceed first, said 
Philbin, any subsequent proceedings 
by the Police Department would be em- 
bargassed. The result of any police trial 
does not deter the District Attorney from 
taking action in cases of this kind, where-

A. B. TOWNSEND TRIES SUICIDE. | 


Shoots Himself at St. Lawrence Hall, 
Montreal, but is Not Seriously 
Injured.

MONTREAL, Quebec, March 14. — The

by the report of three pistol shots from

fering from a deep wound on the right 
side of the head. His face was completely 
covered with blood. The ambulance from 
the general hospital was quickly sum- 
moned. Betore being taken away Towns- 
end was examined by the ambulance physi- 
cian, who declared the wound was not a 
serious one, and that the patient was in 
no great danger. But one of the shots had 
taken eftect. The ball pierced the skin 
slightly’ above the temple, and lodged in 
the back of the head. It will be removed 
at the hospital, but the exact location of 
the lead is not .known, and the X ray 
apparatus will be used before the operation. 

o all queries regarding himself Mr. 
Townsend refused to give any satisfactory 
reply. He said he was well known in New 
York, and all he wanted was that his 
family should not be informed of the af- 
tair. At the St. Lawrence Hall, where he 
registered on Tuesday, March 12, as “A 
B. Townsend, N. Y.,"’ he was not, known, 
as this was his first known visit to that 
hostelry. At. the hospital he gave his age 
as thirty-seven years. His condition to- 
night is somewhat improved. 


Arthur Bronson Townsend is the son of 
the late John J. Townsend, who at one 
time was President of the Union Club.

MADE HOMELESS BY FIRE. 


A Thousand People in a Kentucky 
Town Left Without Shelter by 
a $500,000 Blaze. 

CLOVERPORT, Ky., March 14.—In the 
biting air of the early morning hours the 
citizens of Cloverport look on, almost 
powerless to act, to-day, while fire de- 
stroyed about $500,000 worth of property 
and left 1,000 persons—half the population— 
homeless. Every business house was 
burned, and the distress of hundreds of 
women and children was relieved only when 
trains, loaded with supplies, arrived from 
Louisville and Henderson. 

By the burstifg of a natural gas pipe in 
the kitchen of a private house shortly 


after midnight, the building was set on fire. 
A high wind was blowing and the burning 
embers were carried to the immense tobacco 
warehouses owned by the American To- 
bacco Company. These buildings were soon 
wrapped :n flames, and efforts to save 
them were abandoned in order to fight the 
fires which were springing up on all sides. 
The tobacco company’s plant, consisting of 
two stemmeries, and one million pounds of 
tobacco were soon destroyed, and the fire 
continued to spread. 

The local fire department was totally in- 
adequate to cope with the fire, and Louis- 
ville and Henderson were asked to send 
assistance. As Louisville is seventy-five 
miles distant, however, no help arrived until 
4:30 o’clock, and by that time the fire had 
about exhausted its material. Every busi- 
ness house was gone, together with all pro- 
visions and ¢elothing. Over half of the resi- 
dences, too, were destroyed, and 1,000 people 
were wandering aimlessly through the 
streets, staring at the ruins. 

Relief trains were made up at Louisville 
and Henderson and brought 5,000 loaves of 
bread, a tarp supply of clothing, etc. The 
coaches: will be placed at the disposal of 
the homeless until they can find other tem- 
porary homes. Adjt. Gen. Murray this 
afternoon shipped 500 tents from Frankfort.

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DEVERY DENOUNCES POOL 


Takes Action with a View to Hav- 
ing Him Indicted. 


Accuses the Magistrate of Undoing the 
Work of the Police by Dis- 
charging Burglars. 


When First Deputy Commissioner Devery 
sat at the head of the horseshoe in the trial 
room at Police Headquarters to bring three- 
score delinquents to judgment yesterday he 
“had it in for” City Magistrate Joseph 
Pool, and soon became oracular on the sub- 
ject. The opportunity to express an opinion 
on Mr. Pool was furnished by the case of 
Policeman Nicholas Butterfield of the Ninth 
Precinct, who was accused of neglect of 
duty in failing to prevent a burglary. The 
complaint was dismissed, but Mr. Devery 
remarked: 

“There is no use for men in this depart- 
ment to try to stop burglaries unless they 
can be everywhere at once if the Magis- 
trates are going to discharge crooks arrest- 
ed on wuspicion. Over in the Seventeenth 
they arrested a young boy who was driving 
a horse and wagon. In the wagon was a 
jimmy and a screwdriver, and plenty of 
bagging to wrap up all the goods in a store 
if need be. He was charged with carrying 
burglars’ tools, but was discharged by the 
Magistrate. It is pretty high time that the 
Magistrates were called to account for that 
kind of thing. Magistrate Pool is the one 
who directed the discharge of that prisoner. 
While De does that kind of thing it is im- 
possible for us to stop burglaries unless 
we are right on hand and catch the burg- 
lars at their work.” 

A little later on Policemen Conboy and 
Hanley of the Sixteenth Precinct were ar- 
raigned on a similar charge, which was also 
dismissed. Capt. Chapman took his cue 
from the incident in the Seventeenth Pre- 
cinct and referred to it, and said that the 
man discharged by Magistrate Pool was re- 
arrested and indicted. Mr. Devgry then re- 
marked: 

“TI want you to prepare a report to the 
Commissioner -on that whole subject, s0 
that we can ask the District AT to 
present a case to the Grand Jury touching 
on the indictment of Pool. There is no 
reason why he should be discharging our. 
lars right and left, so that they go right 
back to business. He ought to be off the 
bench, He cuts them loose and they go 
dight back and ply their vocation again. 
If there ever was malfeasance in office, 


that was a case. The same thing has been 
gve on since he took his place on the 
ench.”’ 


A messenger was sent to get the “ jim- 
my,.’’ the burglar’s tool referred to, and 
waiting his return the ex-Chief commented: 
“It was the same old wagon and the 
same brown horse. The business people 
of that neighborhood ought to know that 
this is the party that has been doing all 
that robbing around there.”’ 

The messenger returned and said that 
the “‘jimmy’”’ was before the Grand Jury. 
“These are the very people that robbed 
Kruger and that made this robbery here 
on Mercer Street. Pool just let them out 
in time to do this other trick they are 
charged with doing. Had he held them 
they could not have done this.” 
Commissioner Murphy later in the day, 
when asked if he would support Mr. Dev- 
ery in his statements about Magistrate 
Pool, said: 

‘“*I will back up my own opinion when I 
get the facts. I expect to see papers in 
the case to-morrow. I shall get a full re- 
ort from Capt. Chapman.” 

“Have the City Magistrates hampered 
the work of the Police Department by dis- 
charging prisoners?" 

‘“*Speaking only of my own experience 
and excluding heresay, I have information 
that on Saturday Capt. Albertson arrest- 
ed a man for selling pools. At Jefferson 
Market Court he was discharged. I was 
told that afterward he was rearrested at 
the poolroom on warrants issued by Jus- 
tice Jerome for a prior offense, and held 
in $1,000. If the second arrest was justified 
I assume the first was. I think the Magis- 
trate was Mr. Pool, as he was sitting at 
the court on that Saturday.”’ 


ALDERMAN BRIDGES LECTURED. 


Leader Shevlin “ Reads the Riot Act” 
to Him for His Treatment of a 
Brooklyn Delegation. 


Alderman James Bridges, whose treat- 
ment cf a committee of leading residents 
of Brooklyn which visited the Aldermanic 
Chamber a few days ago, has aroused the 
wrath of public-spirited Brooklynites, was 
taken down a few pegs yesterday by his 


county leader, James Shevlin. 

The stickler for Aldermanic dignity was 
called to the auction room in Willoughby 
Street and told that he shouldn’t run away 
with the idea that he was holding down a 
life job as Alderman, and that there was a 
certain time in each year, round about the 
first week in November, when citizens took 
the ‘ privilege of the floor’’ without ask- 
ing for it, and did things. 

The leaders of the Brooklyn Democratic 
organization have become much concerned 
over the policy of obstruction followed by 
certain members of the Municipal Assembly 
with regard to important legislation. It is 
said that Mr. Shevlin and his associates 
believe that the holding up of needed public 
improvements by the Council and Board of 
Aldermen is having an effect on the public 
mind in Brooklyn which may prove in- 
jurious to the party this Fall, and they are 
determined to curb the Democratic ob- 


structionists from Brooklyn. Alderman 
Bridges is the first of these to have the 
riot act read to him. 

It took Mr. Shevlin half an hour to say 
all that he had in mind. What defense the 
Chesterfieldian and eloquent member from 
the Second District put up for the affront 
to the taxpayers’ committee which visited 
the board to talk about water and was re- 
fused pecegrnnen to be heard could not be 
learned. t was said, however, that his 
chief contention was that some of the mem- 
bers of the committee were Republicans 
= pomumre had no earthly right to be 
ne€ara, 

After his talk with the Alderman, Mr. 
Shevlin said that it was his purpose to see 
that the organization was not made respon- 
sible for the actions of obstructionists in 
the Municipal Assembly. An effort would 
be made, he said, to compel the Brooklyn 
members to stop dodging votes and give 
heed to the wishes of the people. 


STRIKE OF SILK WEAVERS. 


Brooklyn Manufacturer Compelied to 
Close His Mill—His Statement. 


Seventy weavers employed in the silk rib- 
bon mills of Adolph Pass, at 171 Wallabout 
Street, Brooklyn, struck yesterday for an 
increase of wages. The mill employs 150 
hands, and as a result was compelled to 
shut down. 

Mr. Pass said last night that the strike 
was the result of the visit of a committee 
of employes from the Paterson mills to 
his employes on Wednesday. They wanted 
him to pay the price list of 1895, a big in- 


crease over the present scale. Mr. Pass 
said that he pays more money now than 
any other American mill, and that his 
weavers earn from $15 to $20 a week on hat- 
bands, while the girls working on silk rib- 
bons earn from $11 to $17 a week. He also 
said that he ze 60 per cent. more for 
taffeta articles than any other mill in this 
part of the country. He added that the 
rice of raw silk to-day is dictated by the 
arge manufacturers.

Determine to Suppress the Lawless Ele- 
ment in Their Own Race.

NEW ORLEANS, La., March 14.—Realiz- 
ing that race feeling has never been greater 
in the South than it is to-day, the better 
class of negroes have determined upon a 
crusade against the lawless negro element 
in the Southern States, and to this end pre- 
liminary meetings in New Orleans have 
been arranged, the first one being an- 
nounced for to-night. It was held in St. 
James's African Methodist Church and was 
largely attended. 

The Rev D. A. Graham, a leading negro 
minister, made a lengthy address on the 
work before them, and resolutions were 
adopted denouncing negroes who harbored 
criminals and urging all to aid the authori- 
ties in suppressing crime. 

It was decided to hold the next meeting 
Saturday night, when the promoters of the 
organization plan say they hope to success- 
fully launch the movement.

No Effort to Punish Men Who Burned 
the Negro Henderson, Although 


Governor Has Full Power.

DALLAS, ‘Texas, March 14.—So far as is 
known, Gov.

IMPEACHING TWO JUDGES. 


Trial of North Carolina Magistrates 


Begun in the State Senate Chamber. 
Special to The New York Times. 
RALEIGH, N. C., March 14.—The im- 


peachment trial of Judges Furches and 
Douglas began this afternoon in the Sen- 
ate Chamber before a notable assembly, 
embracing several hundred women. There 
was much form and ceremony, as first 
the nine managers on the part of the House 
and their five lawyers entered, and then 
as Judge Furches and the seven lawyers 
for the defense entered. Judge Douglas 
has the grip. and was unable to be present. 

William R. Allen, Chairman of the Board 
of Managers, made the opening argument 
for the prosecution. He said influence had 
been at work to create the impression or 
spread the report that the people did not 
demand.and were opposed to this trial; 
that this was not a matter for Senators to 
notice, for even admitting that the public 
was opposed to the proceedings, it should 
not prevent the strict performance of duty. 
He declared the House, in presenting the 
articles of impeachment, had no motive 
other than the public good. 

He charged that the Judges had violated 
Section 9 of Article 4 of the Constitution, 
which says that ‘‘ The Supreme Court shall 
have original jurisdiction to hear clatms 
against the State, but its decision shall be 
merely recommendatory; that no process 
in the nature of execution shall issue there- 
on, but that the findings shall be reported 
to the next session of the Legislature for 
its action; that they violated Section 8 of 
whjch pro- 
vides that no money shall be drawWwn from 
the Treasury but in consequence of appro- 
priations made by law, and that in a serie 
of decisions during two years the Judges 
disregarded the acts and will of the Legis- 
lature with wilful and unlawful intent to 
discredit the Legisiature and bring it into 
public contempt, dispute, and scandal.’’ 

Mr. Allen said the answer of the Judges 
to the charges was a remarkable document, 
combining the iearning of the lawyers with 
the skill of the diplomat and the craft of 
the politician. He referred to the manner 
in which he contended the Judges issued 
the writ of mandamus in the White case; 
not in open court, but In private directions 
to the Clerk. He agued that the doctrine 
in the decision of Hoke vs. Henderson was 
dangerous, that these Judges had carried 
it so far that it is almost impossible to 
abolish a public office in this State. 

At the conclusion of Mr. Allen's argu- 
ment the court adjourned until noon to- 
morrow. 


MINERS WILL NOT STRIKE. 


So Declares an Official of the Union 
Now at the Hazleton Convention— 
Mr. Mitchell’s Position. . 

Special to The New York Times. 


HAZLETON, Penn., March 14.—It is safe 
to say that whatever else the Anthracite 
Miners’ Convention may do, it will not vote 
for a strike. This statement is made upon 
the authority of a high official of the con- 
vention who, when he was assured that his 


name would not be revealed, said: “TI 
have made a personal investigation and find 
that not 50 out of the 600 delegates will 
favor a strike; in fact, any proposition de- 
claring a strike will be voted down. 

** President Mitchell, when he openec& the 
convention, was too wise to outline a pol- 
icy, realizing that if he advocated the ac- 
ceptance of the terms as posted by the 
companies much of his prestige would van- 
ish. His object now is to retreat as grace- 
fully as it is possible. 

“The posting of the notices in advance of 
the convention left us nothing to ask for. 
Any talk of a strike is nonsensical. The 
fact of the matter is that we can’t strike, 
even if it was desired. Before the strike 
is ordered there must be positive proof that 
a strike is a necessity, and then the Dis- 
trict Presidents of the soft coal fields must 
be consulted. The bituminous miners are 
opposed to our striking, and no help could 
be expected from that quarter. They fought 
fourteen years for recognition; they think 
we should fight a while longer.” 

President Mitchell to-night sent a dis- 
patch to Illinois requesting one of the board 
members to report at Hazleton at once. 
There is a serious dissension among the 
board members, and trouble is ae to 
ensue at any moment. Mr. Mitchell to- 
night issued the following statement con- 
cerning to-morrow’s conference: , 

“To-morrow is the date selected to hold 
a joint conference with the mine owners, 
and while I have not heard officially that 
the operators would either attend or re- 
main away, I want to have it understood 
that if a peaceful settlement is_not ef- 
fected and the mine workers are com- 
pelled to suspend work, the fault and the 
responsibility will rest solely upon the 
shoulders of the operators. The mine work- 
ers’ organization has proved itself to be in 
every particular responsible, and inasmuch 
as the organization represents almost every 
anthracite mine worker, there can be no 
good reasons assigned by the operators 
should they fail to meet in joint confer- 
ence to-morrow with the representatives of 
their employes. 

“The conditions of employment in the 
anthracite coal regions are at present far 
from being fair and equitable and there is 
an entire absence of uniformity in prices 
and conditions between the different com- 
anies. These inequalities cannot be regu- 
ated except through a joint conference of 
operators and miners, representing all the 
different competing companies.” 


Not Enough Cars to Move Orange Crop.

LOS ANGELES, Cal., March 14.—The 
California orange growers and shippers 
are not pleased with the conditions sur- 
rounding their business this season. They 
have repeatedly requested the transporta- 


tion companies to market this year’s crop, 
which is placed at 2,500 cars. The growers 
in Southern California will sustain losses 
reaching thousands of dollars through the 
inability to handle the product. <A. H. 
Naftzger, President of the Southern Cali- 
fornia Fruit Execha , to-night said: 
“The condition of affairs cannot be worse 
than at present. The railroads are directly 
to blame, as there has been a shortage of 
cars all Winter.” . 
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HARRISON FUNERAL 


Militia Has Been Ordered to Mo- 
bilize at Indianapolis. 


Body Will Lie in State Saturday, but 
the Services on Sunday Will 
Be Unostentatious. 


INDIANAPOLIS, March 14.—The ar- 
rangements for the funeral of Gen. Benja- 
min Harrison, ex-President of the United 
States, have been completed. The body will 
lie in state at the Capitol Saturday from 11 
o'clock in the morning until 10 o'clock in 
the evening, and the funeral services will 
be held from the First Presbyterian Church 
Sunday afternoon at 2 o'clock, the Rev. M. 
L. Haines officiating. 

The funeral will be attended By many of 
the noted men of the United States. Presi- 
dent McKinley and members of his Cabi- 
net will be here. Gov. Yates of Illinois 
telegraphed to-day that he will be here, at- 
tended by his staff. Gov. Nash of Ohio, 
with his staff, will also attend. Gov. Dur- 
bin this afternoon sent a notice of Gen. 
Harrison’s death to the Governors of many 
of the States, and it is the belief that the 
majority of them will be here. The mem- 
bers of Gen. Harrison’s Cabinet have sent 
word that they will be here, and it is the 
intention to have them act as honorary 
pall bearers. Grover Cleveland has sent 


word that he will not be here for the 
funeral,

MOURNING IN WASHINGTON. 
President !ssues a Proclamation on the 
Death of Gen. Harrison—Supreme 
Court Adjourns. 
WASHINGTON, March 14.—The National 
capital is in mourning to-day for ex-Presi- 
dent Harrison. Flags are at half-mast, 
not only upon all the public buildings, but 
upon the hotels, stores, and many of the 
private residences. President McKinley, 
who was deeply affected by the death of 
Gen. Harrison, directed that the doors of 
the Executive Mansion be closed to visitors 
and denied himself to callers, except those 

who had business of urgent importance. 

This morning President McKinley issued 
a proclamation formally notifying the peo- 
ple of the country of the death of their for- 
mer Chief Magistrate, and directing the 
observance of a period of mourning for 
thirty days. In pursuance of this proclama- 
tion the flags on every public building in. 
the United States, at every army post in 
the United States, Cuba, Porto Rico, Ha- 
waii, and the Philippines and on every 
American warships in whatever quarter of 
the globe will fly at half-mast for thirty 
days. The proclamation issued by Presi- 
dent McKinley is as follows: 

THE PRESIDENT OF THE UNITED 
STATES, 
A Proclamation. 
Executive Mansion, 
Washington, March 14, 1901, 
To the People cf the United States: 

Benjamin Harrison, President of the United 
States from 1889 to 189%, died yesterday at 4:45 
P. M., at his home in Indianapolis. In his death 
the country has been deprived of one of its 
greatest citizens. A brilliant soldier in his 
young manhood, he gained fame and rapid ad- 
vancement by his energy and valor. As a lawyer 
he rose to be a leader of the bar. In the Senato 
he at once took and retained high rank as an 
orator and legislator; and in the high office of 
President he displayed extraordinary gifts as 
administrator and statesman. In public and in 
private life he set a shining example for his 
countrymen, 

In testimony of the respect in which his mem- 
ory is held by the Government and people of 
the United States, I do hereby direct that the 
flags on the Executive Mansion and the several 
departmental buildings be displayed at half 
staff for a period of thirty days; and that suit- 
able military and naval honors, under the orders 


of the Secretaries of War and of the Navy, 
rendered on the day of the funeral. 

Done at the City of Washington, this 14th day 
of March, in the year of our Lord one thousand 
nine hundred and one, and of the independence 
of the United States of America the one hun- 


dred and twenty-fifth.

COMMENT FROM GERMANY. 


Papers Differ in Estimates of Gen. 
Harrison’s Worth and Character. 
BERLIN, March. 14.—The death of, Ben- 

jamin Harrison ts generally, commented 

upor this evening by the German press, 
with the exception of the semi-official or- 
gans, but a high official of the Foreign 

Office said to-day: 

“‘Mr. Harrison was highly esteemed rere 
and his death is keenly regretted. The es- 
timation in which he was held as an able 


American statesman Emperor William 
voiced on Mr. Harrison's visit in 1899, when 
the Emperor paid him specia] honors." 

The uninspired papers, however, differ 
widely in their comments. The Lokal An- 
zciger says: 

“With this statesman one of the most 
emphatic Republicans has departed. He 
was a declared champion of the Monroe 
doctrine, with a Pan-American tendency, 
and an advocate of the extremest protec- 
tionism." 

Nearly all the papers print long biog- 
raphies. The Boéfsen Zeitung says: ‘' Mr. 
Harrison, personally, was scarcely popular. 
His exterior was unprepossessing, and he 
often showed rude behavior.”’ 


THE VICE PRESIDENT HERE. 


Mr. Roosevelt Expresses Deep Regret 


at Gen. Harrison’s Death. 


Vice President Roosevelt arrived from 
Washington yesterday afternoon. He vis- 
ited the Fifth Avenue Hotel, where a 
New YorK TIMES reporter saw him. He 
said: 

‘“T am on my way to Oyster Bay. I do 
not know that I shall attend the funeral 


of ex-President Harrison. I shall know 
more about it to-morrow. His death is a 
great loss to the country. He was a re- 
markably able man. I regret sincerely 
that his illness terminated fatally, and I 
believe that feeling is generally shared 
throughout the country, regardless of 
politics. 

“T am in excellent health, and enjoyed 
my brief stay in Washington.” 

The Vice President went from the hotel 
to the East Thirty-fourth Street ferry to 
catch a train for Oyster Bay. 


WOMAN INDICTED FOR MURDER. 


Mrs. A. L, Richardson of Savannah, Mo., 


Accused of Firing Shot Which 
Killed Her Husband. 


Special to The New York Times. 


ST. JOSEPH, Mo., March 14.—Mrs. Adie 
L. Riehardson was, late this afternoon, in- 
dicted for murder in the first degree. She 


is charged with firing the shot that on 


Christmas evening caused the almost in- 


stant death of her husband, Frank L. Rich- 
ardson, the millionaire merchant of Savan- 
nah. Mrs. Richardson has been in feeble 
health ever since the Coroner's jury brought 
in the verdict in January, holding her as 
an accessory to the crime, and her relatives 
are apprehensive for her life. 

Greatly to the surprise of every one she 
received the news of her indictment calm- 
ly and later on denounced the finding as 
an outrage. It was expected that her ar- 
rest would follow immediately. but her 
counsel persuaded the Prosecuting Attor- 
ney to defer the matter until to-morrow, 
when an effort will be made by Mrs. Rich- 
ardson’s attorneys to show that under a 
new act of the Legislature the crime of 
murder in the first degree is bailable. The 
Grand Jury will continue in session on the 
Richardson case, and it is expected that 
to-morrow two more indictments as ac- 
cessory to the crime will be returned. 

The three important witnesses in the case 
are Charles Stanton, a merchant, and the 
confidant of both Mr. and Mrs. Richardson; 
Bessie Phillis, the servant at the Richard- 
son home, wl gave sensational evidence 
against Mrs. ichardson, and George 
Crowley, the business partner of Mr. Rich- 
ardson, and an intimate friend of the Rich- 
ardson family. Mrs. Richardson said to- 
night that she did not fear conviction on 
the é@vidence that would be bmitted at 
the trial. 


SULPHUR DISCOVERY IN RUSSIA. 


Speciel to The New York Times. 


WASHINGTON, March 14.—E. Theophi- 
lus Liefeld, United States Consul at Frei- 
burg, has sent to the State Department a 
report on ‘‘ Sulphur in Russia.” Mr. Lie- 


feld says: 
“ A large area of sulphur deposit has been 


recently discovered in the trans-Caspian 
territory of Siberia, which section, accord- 
ing to the article in a German periodical 
on which I base this report, is also rich in 
cotton, coal, and ee. 

“These new sulphur deposits, which can 
be considered among the most profitable 
on earth, are about 160 kilometers (100 
matles.) from the City of Kwiva and about 
270 kilometers (168 miles,) from the station 
Askhabad, on the Trans-Caspian Railroad, 
and cover an area of some 6,000 hectares 
(15,000 acres.) 

‘The sulphur forms about 60 per cent. of 
the sandstone in which it occurs, in three 
little groups of hills northwest of the Ungus 
Valley, and according to present estimates 
amounts to about 9,000,000 tons. 

“The local conditions for obtaining this 
product are sai@ to be so favorable that 
no shafts nor greet quarrying will be re- 
quired, although it will be necessary to 
build a narrow-gauge railroad of 168 miles 
to Askhabad. 

“That this discovery is of the greatest 
value a importance is evident from the 
fact that Russia consumes annually about 
20,000 tons of sulphur, oP to the time of 
this discovery has produced annually only 
about 1,000 tons.”

NEWS OF THE RAILROADS. 


THE SOUTHERN’S PURCHASE. 


Gets New Orleans and Western Rail- 
road and Port Chaimette Terminals. 
Special to The New York Times. 


NEW ORLEANS, La., March 14.—The 
sale of the New Orleans and Western Rail- 
road and Port Chalmette terminals to the 
Southern Railway, which has been often 
rumored, was to-day announced as a fact, 
the information coming from a source of 
highest authority. Last Saturday the 
property was knocked down to the highest 
bidder, under an order of court, and was 
bought in in the name of F. J. Lisman & 
Co., New York brokers, who were desig- 
nated as acting for a syndicate of bond- 
holders, 

The names of the actual purchasers were 
kept secret until to-day. There was pres- 
ent at the sale Edward Ingalls, son of E. 
M. IngaHs, President of the “ Big Four” 
Railway, who was named as attorney for 
the bidders. Mr. Ingalls came from the law 
office of Francis Lynde Stetson, New York, 
general counsel for the Southern Railway. 
The purchase price waS $100,000, the pur- 
chasers assuming the debts of the receiver 
amounting to some $600,000 more. 

The significance of the transaction lies in 
the fact that the Southern Railway, here- 
tufore barred from New Orleans, will make 
this point its Southwestern terminus 
through the additional purchase of the New 
Orleans and Northwestern Road, which «x- 
tends from New Orleans to Meridian, Miss., 
a distance of 196 miles, there connecting 


with the Mobile and Ohio, the Alabama 
Great Southern, and Southern Railway, the 
two former being owned by the Southern. 
Thus the Southern will have direct line 
trom New Orleans to Washington, the 
Louisville and Nashville and the New Or- 
leans and Northwestern heretofore be'ng 
used. It is believed also that an agreement 
exists between the Southern Pacific and 
the Southern in respect to through business 
from the Atlantic to the Pacific. 

The Port Chalmette terminals comprise 
an immense property, consisting of wharves, 
grain elevators and cotton. sheds, cotton 
compresses and trackage, all of which has 
been used in the exportation of cotton, 
grain, cotton-seed meal, pig iron, staves, 
and other commodities. It is thought that 
in addition to this, the Southern Railway 
will establish a large coaling station for 
handling the output from the extensive 
Alabama deposits on a largely increased 
scale. This is thought to be due to the fact 
of the establishment of the big ocean dry 
dock by the Government at ew Orleans, 
which will cause many large ships to coal 
here that would otherwise go to other ports. 

The situation as developed to-day promises 
a strong fight between the Southern and 
the Loulsville and Nashville on east-bound 
business, and with the Illinois Central from 
the West, with New Orleans the main 
terminal for exportation. The Mobile and 
Ohio south of Meridian will probably be 
made subsidiary. 

In addition to the acquisition of the New 
Orleans and Northeastern, it is said by 
those in a position tc know that the Vicks- 
burg, Shreveport and Pacific will also be- 
come a part of the Southern, giving an 
udditional outlet to the west via the Texas 
and Pacific at Shreveport and Texarkana. 
Both the New Orleans and Northeastern 
and Vicksburg. Shreveport and Pacific are 
owned by the Erlanger syndicate, who are 
known to have always held the property 
for sale. Their price was larger than the 
Southern cared to pay. but by the purchase 
of the Mobile and Ohio both of these lines 
have been cut off from through traffic, and 
thus have been placed at the mercy of the 


Southern.

PARIS, March 15.—Count Boni de Cas- 
tellane boxed the ears of Fernand de Ro- 
days, editor of Le Figaro, yesterday morn-

C. T. YERKES ON HIS PLANS. 


He Arrives at Liverpool—Thinks There 
Is a Great Field in London for 
American Railway Methods. 

LIVERPOOL, March 14.—A number 
reporters awaited the arrival here to-day 
of the White Star Line steamer Teutonic, 
(from New York, March 6,) in order to in- 
terview Charles T. Yerkes on the object 
of his mission and to ascertain the truth in 
the reports of his plans in regard to un- 
derground railroads and street railroads. 
These plans have been greatly enlarged 
since Mr. Yerkes acquired the franchise of 
the Charing Cross and Hampstead Rail- 
way, and it has been said that he and his 
associates are in control, practically, of all 
the transportation facilities of London. 
Mr. Yerkes said: 

“IT have come to England to look after 
the work I have undertaken here, namely, 
the Charing Cross and Hampstead Kail- 
way. ‘lhat is my sole mission.

OTTAWA, March 14.—The interest of the 
budget speech in the mouse of Commons to- 
day was centred in the question of British 
preference. The Finance Minister, W. S&S. 
Fielding, announced that the demands of 
various leading industries for changes in 
the tariff could not be complied with, and 
that the preference system would remain 
undisturbed. The Government,' however, 
Was willing to receive any information in 
support o1 the charges that under the cloak 
of British preference large quantities of 
goods cf foreign manufacture were being 
brought into tne country contrary to the 
intent of the law. The regulation that for- 
eign-made goods with 45 per cent. of British 
labor on them could come in under the 
preference would stand pending investiga- 
tion. 

As regards American machinery for the 
manutacture of beet sugar, the Minister 
said a change in the regulations would be® 
made, All machinery of this class would 
be admitted duty free for a year in order 
to encourage the establishment of the new 
industry in Canada. 


EARL OF ARRAN DEAD. 


LONDON, March 14.—The Earl of Arran 
died this morning. 


Sir Arthur Saunders William Charles Fox 
Gore, fifth Earl of Arran, was born in 1839, | 


and succeeded his father in the Earldom | 


in 1884. Four years later he was appointed | 
Lord Lieutenant of Mayo, which post he } 
retained until his death. Lord Arran sat |} 


in the House of Lords as Baron Sudley = 4 
the United Kingdom, the barony having } 
been conferred on him a few months after | 
he succeeded to the Earldom.

| KRITZINGER ELUDES BRITISH. |CHINA IS SHOWING FIGHT| NEW INDIAN LAW PRECEDENT. 


His Commando Has Carried Off All the 
Horses in the Albany, Cape 
Colony, District. 
ADELAIDE, Cape Colony, March 13.— 
Kritzinger’s commando is working north- 
ward, and has eluded three British col- 
umns. It passed here on both sides of the 

town without attacking. 

Yesterday evening a Boer patrol captured 
four native scouts and shot three of them, 

Kritzinger’s men have carried off all the 
horses in the Albany district, for which, as 
they were registered. Great Britain will 
have to pay £10,000, ‘The raiders were civil 
to the inhabitants of the district, though 
they commandeered horses and food. They 
did not. indulge in wanton destruction of 


property, and in many cases offered cash 
tor the food they obtained. 


LORD WOLSELEY’S CRITICISMS. 


His Memorandum to Lerd Salisbury 

Published, With Remarks by the 

Late and Present War Ministers. 

LONDON, March 15.—A Parliamentary 
paper was issued last evening containing 
Lord Wolseley’s memorandum to Lord Sal- 
isbury, dated Noy. 12, 1900, and the critical 
minutes upon the same by Lord Lansdowne 
and Mr. Brodrick. 

The memorandum, which was first re- 
ferred to by Lord Lansdowne in the recent 
debate in the House of Lords, gives in sub- 
stance the gist of Lord Wolseley’s speech 
in the upper chamber. He designates the 
Commander in Chief as ‘‘a fifth wheel to 
the coach,"’ declares that the existing sys- 
tem is unworkable and can be found in no 
other army in the world, and recommends 
either that the army be again placed under 
a military commander or, it for some non- 
military reasons this is not practicabic, 
then that the office of Commander in Chief 
as now constituted be abolished. 

“It is now merely a high-sounding title 
with no real responsibility attached,” says 
the memorandum, “ and answers no useful 
military purpose.” i. 

Lord Lansdowne, in a minute dated Nov. 
17, declares that Lord Wolseley was mis- 
taken in believing that he (Wolseley) was 
not responsible for the efficiency of the 
army, and that he failed to realize the 
limitations imposed by the Parliamentary 
system. Lord Wolseley’s first alternative 
is described as ‘‘ reactionary and mischiey- 
ous’’ and the second as “less dangerous, 
but inadvisable,” 

Mr. Brodrick says, in a minute, that Lora 
Wolseley tailed to appreciate the extent of 
his powers, and did not always act upon 
those he knew he possessed. The present 
War Secretary goes on to point out that 
Lord Wolse'tey omitted to mention mobili- 
zation and intelligence, for both of which 
he alone was responsible. The new system, 
in Mr. Brodrick’s opinion, has worked well; 
but Mr. Brodrick, like Lord Roberts, de- 
sires to try it before pronouncing a final 
opinion. 


SCENE IN THE COMMONS. 


Timothy Healy Gets Angry With Lord 
Hugh Cecil, Salisbury’s Son. 

LONDON, March 15.—After midnight in 
the House of Commons, in the course of the 
debate on supply. a scene occurred. Lord 
Hugh Cecil (Conservative) called for a 
division, and Timothy Healy, (Irish Na- 
tionalist,) rising with evident excitement, 
asked the Speaker whether the noble Lord, 
the Premier's son, was entitled to inter- 
rupt. He addressed some remarks to Lord 
Hugh, which were drowned in an uproad 
of shouts and cries of *‘ Send for the Po- 
lice! "’ 

The Speaker sternly called Mr. Healy to 
order, asking him to stop interrupting. 

Mr. Healy retorted: 

“TT won't. You can do what you like, but 
keep the Premier's son in order. You won't 
turn him out.’ 

Then, turning to Lord Hugh, Mr. Healy 
exclaimed: 

‘We won't stand nénsense from you.” 

All the time the Nationalists were cheer- 
ing, laughing, and shouting, ‘* Turn him 
out." * Fetch the police!” and the like, 
Eventually quiet was restored. 


THE BRITISH SUBMARINE BOATS. 


LONDON, March 14.—Now that the Brit- 
ish Government has admitted that it is 
building submarine boats, the Vickers’ 
Sons and, Maxim Company has given out 
the corrected dimensions of the boats and 
other particulars, Each will be 638 feet 4 
inches long, have 11 feet Y inches beam, 
and have a submerged displacement of 120 
tons. The main engine, of the gasoline 
type, will be of 100 horse power. The boats 
will carry enough fuel to enable them to 
steam 400 knots. The maximum surface 
speed will be 9 knots. The main motor 
will be electric, giving a submerged speed 
of 7 knots. Means will be provided for ex- 
pelling torpedoes under a variety of con- 
ditions. ; 

The armament will consist of a single tor- 
pedo expulsion tube, located in the bow of 
the vessel. Each boat will be able to carry 
five torpedoes, each 11 feet 8 inches long.

Strenuously Objects to Part of the 
Manchuria Agreement. 


Negotiations in Peking May Be Sus- 
pended—How “ Rein- 
stated ” a Tartar General. 


Russia 


PEKING, March 14.—China has strenu- 
ously objected to the limitations cf the 
Manchurian convention respecting the im- 
portation of arms, the reorganization of 
the army, and the practical control by Rus- 
sia over Chinese officials. 


SHANGHAI, March 14.—It is undersivod 

here that the negotiations in Fcking are 
likely to be suspended owing to the Man- 
churian difficulty. 
. The Chinese merchants and other resi- 
dents here have issued a call for a mass- 
meeting, to convene in Shanghai to-mor- 
row, to discuss the adoption of measures 
aimed to uphold the Chinese Court against 
yielding to the Russian demands. 


LONDON, March 15.—The Shanghai 


correspondent of The Times says: 

* Advices from Niu-Chwang assert that 
Admiral Alexieff has reinstated the Tar- 
tar General, Tsing-Chi, in full command 
at Mukden, supported by 4,000 Russian 
troops. This is the Russian method of re- 
instating Chinese officials.’ 

The Vienna correspondent of The Times, 
discussing the gravity of the issues raised 
by Russia's seizure of Manchuria, says: 

“The relations between St. Petersburg 
and at least one other European capital are 
unquestionably strained, although it is 
quite unlikely that these conditions will 
lead to a confilct. 

In fact, Russia's financial embarrass- 
ment is so great that she will be almost 
compelled to take some account of Euro- 
pean protests."’ 

Lord Cranborne, Under Secretary for the 
Foreign Office, replying to questions yes- 
terday in the House of Commons concern- 
ing Great Britain's negotiations with the 
United States relative to Russia and Man- 
churia, said the Government was in con- 
stant communication with tha powers con- 
cerned on every phase of the Chinese ques- 
tion, but that it would be contrary to public 
interest to enter into particulars at the 
present moment. 

The Globe yesterday afternoon continued 
to bewail the nervelessness of the British 
Fereign Office in regard to Russian action 
in Manchuria and reiterated its appeal to 
the United States to ‘rid itself of the in- 
fluence of Wu Ting-Fang [the Chinese Min- 
ister at Washington] and the glamour of 
Russian diplomacy,"’ and thereby save the 
Northern China market to the cotton mills 
of the Southern States. 

The rest of the long article, however, 
seems to indicate that The Globe, like 
others, is not really so anxiodus to aid 
American commerce ag to help forward the 
widespread British desire to secure the as- 
sistance of Washington in stemming Rus- 
sian ambition, restoring British prestige, 
and keeping the open door for British trade. 


WHAT RUSSIA WOULD GAIN. 


WASHINGTON, March 14.—Such infor- 
mation as has come to the hands of offi- 
cials here indicates that the Russian agree- 
ment with China regarding Manchuria con- 
sists of twelve articles, not nine, as has 
been published. 

The chief concern of officials here has 
been to learn how far these articles affect 
the permanent future of Manchuria. On 
their face, it is said, they show the return 
of Manchuria to China, which would seem 
to be quite in keeping with the desire of 
al! the Powers. But this is accomplished 
upon certain conditions imposed upon 
China, and it is understood that these con- 
ditions, in effect, establish Russian su- 
zerainty over Manchuria, with a Russian 
official occupying the chief executive po- 
sition, which will be quite similar to that 
of the British Vieeroy of India. Compar- 


ing the situation with that in India, it is 
said that if the present agreement is con- 
summated Manchuria will be much in the 
same position aS one of the native Indian 
States, having. a certain degree of independ- 
ence, and yet conforming all its actions to 
the supreme authority over it. 

At the State Department to-day the Chi- 
nese Minister, the British Ambassador, and 
the . Russian Ambassador followed each 
other in long conferences with Mr. Hay. It 
is understood that, in the discussion with 
Count Cassini, an earnest intimation was 
conveyed to him that it would be most 
helpful in dealing with the subject if a clear 
and explicit understanding of Russia's 
plans in this particular matter were forth- 
coming. 


ASIATIC ASSOCIATION’S PROTEST. 


The American Asiatic Association has 
received the following cablegram from the 
American Association of China, whose 
headquarters are at Shanghai: 


Russian control of Manchuria insures the ex- 
tinction of American trade. Vigorously protest 
against the Russo-Chinese agreement. 


In transmitting the above for the infor- 
mation of the President of the United 
States, the Executive Committee of the 
American Asiatic Assoctation accompanied 
it with the following resolutions: 


Whereas, The announcement has been authori- 
tatively made that there is in process of ne- 
gotiation, and already on the point of ratifica- 
tion, a Convention between Russia and China 
providing for the military and administrative 
control of Manchuria by the former power; 

Whereas, The Tung-san-sheng, or three eastern 
provinces, known as Manchuria, form an in- 
tegral part of the Chinese Empire, and no reason 
can be assigned for the partial or total transfer 
of their sovereignty to another power which 
would not furnish an equally valid pretext for 
demanding the alienation of Shantung or Yun- 
nan; 

Whereas, Experience has shown that. in like 
cases, the establishment of an exclusively mili- 
tary and political sphere of influence is in- 
variably followed by the establishment of a 
sphere of move or less exclusive commercial in- 
fluence, and, 

Whereas, The commercial interest of the United 
States in maintaining freedom of access, on 
equal terms with all competitors, to the mar- 
kets of Manchuria, is second to that of no other 
nation; 

Be it Resolved, That this committee gives its 
emphatic indorsement to the protest of the 
American Asrociation of China against the pend- 
ing Russo-Chinese agreement, as a blow aimed 
directly at the integrity of the Chinese Empire 
and at the present and prospective interests of 
American trade which depend on maintaining 
equality of commercial opportunity in the great- 
est undeveloped market of the world; also, 

Resolved, That an immediate and 
protest cn the part of the Government 
United States acainst the establishment of a 
Russian protectorate over Manchuria is the 
more necessary because, if allowed now to pass 
unchallenged, it must inevitably become perma- 
nent, and thus lead to the territorial dismember- 
ment of the Chinese Empire, and 
step of that process could be consistently op- 
posed if consent be, openly or tacitly, given to 
this one; 

Resolved, Thet a copy of these resolutions be 
sent to the President of tne United States and to 
the Secretary o* State.

Foeaty-clz years ago, or Kemp, liv- 
ing on the reservation near Pender, wooed 
and won Mus-Che-Hate, one of the pret- 
tiest red maidens in the neighborhood. For 
over a quarter of a century the couple lived 
happily together and raised a family of 
twelve children. 

In June of last year John Gilpin, another 
Omaha Indian, appeared in the neighbor- 
hood, looking with covetous eyes upon the 
handsome Mrs. Kemp, and at once began 
planning to win her from her husband. 
Gilpin was well versed in the white man’s 
ways, and persuaded the wife and mother 
to elope with him. They were married 
at Pender by the County Judge. 

The husband immediately consulted a 
lawyer, and a civil suit was brought at 
Pender and tried under the act of 1882, 
which allotted certain lands to the Omahas 
and also made them amenable to both crim- 
inal and civil laws. Kemp sued for $7,000, 
and secured a judgment for $3,000 for the 
alienation of his wife's affections. The 
jury was composed of elevén white men 
and one Indian.

PLEA FOR THE PALISADES. 


Abram S. Hewitt Urges New Jersey’s 
Governor.to Second the Preserva- 


tion Commission’s Efforts. 

TRENTON, N. J., March 14.—Gov. Voor- 
hees to-day received a letter from ex-Mayor 
Abram 8S. Hewitt of New York, who is now 
a resident of New Jersey, saying that the 
time has arrived when the great influence 
properly attaching to the office of Governor 
should be used in order to make effective 
the recommendation of the Palisades Com- 
mission, as embraced in Senator Wakelee’s 
bill permitting the commission to acquire 


by purchase the riparian rights along the } 


river front of the Palisades. 

The recommendation, Mr. Hewitt says, 
would involve a moderate expenditure, the 
greater rt of which, it is understood, 
New York is ready to supply. It is incom- 
prehensible, he says, that there should be 
any opposition to the efforts for the pres- 


; ervation of the Palisades. 


The letter says the annual income to the 
State would not be above $20,000, which 
would be insignificant in comparison with 
the amount received by the State from 
corporations formed under its liberal laws, 
but the State owes this sacrifice to the 
people of the United States, who have con- 
tributed so largely to New Jersey's reve- 
nues. 

Mr. Wakeiee's bill is still in the hands of 
the committee, which does not seem dis- 
posed to report it favorably. The Governor 
is very much in favor of the bill. 


Lights in Saugerties Cut Off.

NEWBURG, N. Y., March 14.—The vil- 
lage of Saugerties, Ulster County, is in al- 
most total darkness to-night on account 
of a misunderstanding among the Village 
Trustees as to what sort of a contract 
they will make with the electric light com- 
pany. The yearly contract recently ex- 
pired, and the Trustees did not come to 
any agreement with the lighting company. 
The result was that the light was shut off, 
and candles and lanterns are being used for 
the street lights. Taxpayers are very in- 
dignant over the turn of affairs, and they 
want to see the village annul the electric 
light charter.

$19,797,828 CANAL PLANS| 


Nine-Foot Improvement Scheme 
Favored by Gov. Odell. 


He Abandons the Barge Canal Idea— 
Message May Be Sent to Legis- 
lature To-day. 


“ALBANY, March 14.—Gov. Odell has de- 
termined to recommend to the Legislature 
» the continuation of the nine-foot improve- 
ment fo the canal begun under George W. 
Aldridge. He had intended to send a mes- 
@age to the Legislature to-day, but the 
Message is delayed. State Engineer Bond, 
however, completed his portion of the work 
Wy adding to the other surveys an estimate 
of cost for continuing the improvement. 
He places the figures at $19,797,828, not in- 
eluding land damages. 

This decision of Gov. Odell, if carried 
Out by the Legislature, will result in the 
abandonment of the barge canal idea, and 
will make useless the surveys recently 
made. Mr. Bond, in a statement, says: 

“On Feb. 12, in consultation with the 
Governor, I was requested to make a re- 


® port covering the estimated cost for com- 


pleting the work contemplated under Chap- 
ter 79 ‘of the Laws of 1895. The division 
engineers of the three divisions were 
promptly .communicated with, and after 
tabulating all of the data in their respect- 
ive divisions were called to Albany for con- 
Sultation. At the same time Elnathan 
Sweet was called upon to make a compar- 
ison regarding the comparative capacity 
and operative cost of the: barge canal and 
the canal improvement under the above- 
mentioned chapter. 

“The figures given by the several divis- 
fon engineers represent an advance over 
the ‘estimate of 1898 and the figures given 


to the. Committee on Canals as follows: 
On the western division, 150,000, for re- 
building of culverts; on the middle divts- 
ton, $48.495, for rebuilding structures on the 
Oswego Canal, and on the eastern division, 
$882,800, for structures on the Champlain 
Canal. 

*“ Owing to a law haying been passed mak- 
ing eight hours a legal day’s work, and to 
the fact that prices for material have risen 
#ince these estimates were originally made, 
together with the fact that all the struct- 
ures on the canal are three years older 
than when these figures were decided upgn, 
25 per cent. of the figures of 1898 was added 
to bring the cost up to the prices ruling at 
the. present time. Ten per cent. for engi- 
Meering and 7 per cent. for inspection and 
entare were also added, being the usual 

reentages allowed on pate wo

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CORPORATION TAX SCHEME 


Substitute for the Krum Measure 
to be Reported To-day. 


Tax of One-eighth of 1 Per Cent. Pro- 
vided on Capital Employed in This 
State During First Year. 


ALBANY, March 14.—The general cor- 
poration tax bill of Senator Krum has been 
abandoned and the Assembly Committee 
on Taxation will report to-morrqw a bill 
drawn on lines suggested by ex-Corpora- 
tion Clerk Frank White. The new bill pro- 
vides for a tax of one-eighth of one per 
cent. on the amount of capital employed by 
a corporation in this State during its first 
year of existence. The only exemptions 
are banks, savings banks, insurance com- 
panies and trust companies. all of whom 
are taxed specially, and laundry and manu- 
facturing companies, 50 per cent. of whose 
capital is invested in this State. 

It is believed the tax imposed will bring 
to the State about $1,00000.~ The original 
bill which ‘this is to take the place cf 
would have netted the State $7,000,000. 

The full text of the bill is as follows: 


Every foreign corporation, joint stock com- 
pany, or association, except banking, fire, 
marine, casualty, and life insurance companies 
and corporations engaged in carrying on manu- 
factures in this State, and at least 50 per centum 
of whose capital stock is invested in lands and 
other property in this State, and used in the con- 
duct of their business, co-operative fraternal in- 
surance companies and byilding and loan asso- 
ciaticns, authorized to do business under the 
general corporation law, shall pay to the State 
Treasurer, for the use of the State, a license fee 
of one-eighth of 1 per centum for the privilege 
of exercising its corporate franchises or carrying 
on its business in such corporate or organized 
capacity in this State, to be computed upon the 
basis of the capital stock employed by it within 
this State, during the first year of carrying on 
its business in this State. . 

The tax imposed by this section as amended on 
a corporation not heretofore subject to its 
provisions shall be paid on the first day of De- 
cember, 1901, to be computed upon the basis of 
the amount of capital stock employed by it 
within the State during the year preceding such 
date, unless on such date such corporation shall 
not have employed capital within the State for a 
period of thirteen monthg, in which case it shall 
be paid within the time otherwise provided by 
this section, 

No action shall be maintained or recovery had 
in any of the courts in this State by such foreign | 
corporation without obtaining a receipt for the 
license fee hereby imposed within thirteen months 
after beginning such business within thé State, 
or, if at the time the amendment to this section 
takes effect, such a corporation has been en- 
gaged in business within this State for more 
than twelve months without obtaining such re- 
ceipt within thirty days after such tax is due. 

Section 183 of the. tax law, as amended by 
Chapter 785 of the laws of 1897, is hereby amend- 
ed to read as follows: 

Banks, savings banks, institutions for savings, 
title guaranty, trust, insurance, or surety cor- 
porations, laundry corporations, manufacturing 
corporations, to the extent only of the capital 
actually employed in this State in manufactur- 
ing. and in the sale of the product of such manu- 
facturing, mining corporations, wholly engaged 
in mining ores within this State, agricultural 
and horticultural societies or assocfations, and 
corporations, joint stock companies or associa- 
tions operating elevated railway or surface rail- 
roads not operated by steam, or formed for sup- 
plying water or gas for electric or steam heat- 
ing, lighting, or power. purposes, and liable to a 
tax under Sections 185 and 186 of this chapter, 
shall be exempt from the payment of the taxes 
prescribed by Section 182 of this chapter. This 
exemption shall not-be construed to include title 
guaranty or trust.companies. But such a laun- 
dry, manufacturifg, or mining corporation shall 
not be exempted from the payment of such taxes 
unless at least 50 per centum of the capital 
stock of such corporation is invested in lands and 
other property In this State and used by it in the 
conduct of its business. 


ELEVATED CAR LIGHTS POOR.

Declares the Service Is All Right. 

There has been considerable dissatisfac- 
tion recently as to the poor light which is 
béing furnished to passengers traveling in 
the trains of the Manhattan Elevated Rail- 
road, Many peonle who go up and down 
town every day complain that the lights in 
the cers are not kept in as'godd congition 
as thev formerly were, and that in many 
ears it is impossible to read. Many of the 
globes and reflectors are smoky, and, 
whether it is due to improper care or an in- 
sufficient supply of gas, a great many of 
the cars are sometimes as dim as if they 
were illuminated with old-fashioned oil 
lamps. | 

When Alfred Skitt, Vice President of the 
Manhattan Elevated Railroad Company, was | 
seen yesterday he said that he could not be 
held responsible for the poor light in the 
ears, 

“When the lights are in bad condition,” 
he said, “it is up to the Pintsch Company, 
and not to me We have a yearly contract 
with the company. They have agreed to 
keep our cars lighted with a certain amount 
of candle power. and we expect them to 
keep the agreement. We have nothing tuo 
do with the lights at all. Our employes do 
not attend to them, beyond lighting them 
when it gets dark. The employes of the 
Pintsch Company replenish them at the 
terminals and see that they are in good or- 
der. They have the contract to keep the 


ears lighted, and when we receive any com- 
plaints about the lights we turn them over 
to the Pintsch people.” 

When R. M. Dixon, General Manager of 
the Pintsch Compressing Company, was 
told avout the dis-atisfaction as to the 
lights, he said that the cars of the Manhat- 
tan Elevated Railroad Company were the 
best lighted in the world. 

“They are the very best lights that can 
be furnished,’ he said. ‘‘ We are required 
by the law.to furnish lights of sixteen-can- 
dle power, ang, instead of that, we are fur- 
nishing lights of forty-candle power. Does 
that look as if we were trying to evade the 
law’ It is to our interest to give the best 
light pegsible, and that is what we are do- 
ing. The lights are all right, and I don’t 
think there is the’slightest ground for com- 
plaint. Of course there are some people 
vho think they ought to make a kick if they 
see that one car is not quite as brilliantly 
lighted as another. That is not due to a 
difference of lights, however. It is because 
one of the cars has woodwork of a lighter 
finish, which reflects the light more. When 
you get irto one of the cars which is fin- 
ished in light wood you are in one of the 
best lighted cars in the world. I think that 
the service is all right. 

“Of course an*occasional car may be a 
little dim for a time, but that is not our 
fault. Sometimes a car gets in behind time 
and gets away again before our men have 
time to look at the lights in it. Nobody 
ean be blamed for that. Then some of 
the conductors on the road are careless in 
lighting the lamps, and get the burners 
smoky. It is hard for us to clean them 
again becanse the majority of the cars are 
in use all the time and are very seldom in 
storage where we can get at them to get 
the lights out. We do not get much chance 
to clean the brasswork of the lights for the 
same reason, but we always do attend to 
them whenever-we get an opportunity. We 
have 18,000 lights’ to attend to, and you can 
see how hard it is to keep them all just 
rieht. 

*{ think I am telling the truth when T 
say that we keep the cars very well lighted. 
IT intend to make a personal inspection in 
a few days, however, and if I do find any- 
thing wrong it will be rectified at once.”

COURT REBUKES A LAWYER. 


Justice Lawrence’s Reply to Counsel, 
Who Asked that His Choice for 
Referee Be Appointed. 

Justice Lawrence took occasion in the Su- 
preme Court yesterday to rebuke a lawyer 
whom he considered had made an unusual |! 
proposition to him in the matter of appoint- 

ing a referee. 

The comments were made in the habeas 
corpus proceedings instituted on behalf of 
Mrs. Alida Nelson, who wanted to recover 
a child she claimed to be her daughter from 
John C. Wood. The child was adopted by 
Mr. Wood about two years ago. He re- 
ceived it from Bellevue Hospital, where it 
had been taken after being abandoned by 
its father, John Nelson. 7 

The question of identity arose in the pro- 
ceedings, and Lawyer George Robinson, 
who represented Mrs. Nelson, said to the 
Justice: 

**l would suggest, your Honor, that you 
appoint a referee, whom I shall name, and 


I shall be responsible for the expenses of 
the reference.” 

“Stop right there,’ said the Justice. “I 
shall not appoint a referee named by. you, 
and your suggestion is most improper. 
There must be something behind this. When 
this Court appoints a referee and directs 
that no expense be charged by him, it ap- 
points a person in whom it has confidence. 
I shall appoint James J. Nealis as referee 
to take testimony and order him to report 
to the Court.” 

This ended the case until the referee's re- 
port is ready. 


MAGISTRATE CRANE DEFEATED. 


Sued for Division of a Fee, He Must 
Pay the Plaintiff Over $1,000. 

The jury which heard the evidence in the 
action brought by Lawyer Thomas J. 
O'Neill against Magistrate Leroy B. Crane 
brought in a verdict yesterday of $1,000 in 
favor of the plaintiff. 

The action grew out of the settlement of 
a breach of promise case, in which the 
plaintiff received $15,000, one-half of this 
sum going to her lawyers. The lawyer first 
retained in the case was Royal S. Crane, a 
brother of the Magistrate. Mr. O'Neill was 
called into the case about a month before 
the settlement. At that time the defend- 
ant had offered to settle for $2,000. Some 
time after the settlement Royal 8S. Crane 
died. Mr. O'Neill claimed that he was to 
have received one-half of the fee, and that 
he got nothing. He further contended that

said that he had complied with the law 
and had not practiced since he became a 
City Magistrate. 

In charging the jury Justice Clarke, be- 
fore whom the case was tried, said that the 
first question for the jury to determine was 
whether the Magistrate was in partnership 
with his brother. If he was not, then they 
eould not find in favor of Mr. ‘O'Neill. 
The Justice referred to this point several 
times im his charge. 

The jury was out about an hour and a 
half before it arrived at an agreement. In 
addition to the sum awarded as a fee the 
jury gave Mr O'Neill $132 interest.

Decorate Top of a High Smokestack 


with the Numerals of Their Class. 

The early comers at Columbia University 
yesterday morning were surprised to see 
the top of the eighty-foot smokestack on 
the gymnasium decorated in large white 
chacacters with ‘04, the numerals of the 
freshman class. How the feat was ac- 
complished no one seems to know, for the 
stack is of smooth steel, and there is no 
rope or ladder leading to its top.

The Examination of the Man Accused 
of Murder Again Adjourned. 

The examination of Albert T. Patrick on 
the charge of murdering the millionaire 
William Marsh Rice in September last was 
again adjourned yesterday, until March 26, 
despite the protests of his counsel.

GOVERNMENT CONTROL 


OF TELEGRAPH LINES | 


Mr. Clark of the Western Union 
Discusses the Question. 


Says Under Present Conditions Public 
Ownership Would Result in 
a Large Loss. 


WASHINGTON, March 14.—Thomas F. 
Clark, Vice President of the Western Union 
Telegraph Company, testified before the 
Industrial Commission to-day concerning 
the relations of the telegraph to the public. 
He devoted much of his time to the/vonsid- 
eration of the wisdom of Government own- 
ership of the telegraph. He expressed the 
opinion that those who advocate Govern- 
ment control base their advocacy upon the 
fact that the Governments of Great Brit- 
ain, Belgium, and Switzerland control the 
telegraph lines in those countries, but he 
argued that the conditions, geographic, so- 


cial, administrative, are so entirely differ- | 


ent as to render useless in this country de- 
ductions drawn from considerations in 
those countries. 

He first compared the geographic areas, 
showing that where there are only sixty- 
seven people in the United States to each 
mile of wire there are in Great Britain 130 
people to the mile, in Switzerland 220, and 
in Belgium 821. He said that in the United 
States there are 1,118,086 miles of wire, and 
1,585,267 miles in all of Europe. 

Mr. Clark mentioned the fact that the 
telegraph lines in the United States cover 
many. sparsely settled sections, saying that 
while the returns from such sections are 


comparatively small, the cost of construc- 


tion and maintenance is greater than in 
more densely populated sections. In Mon- 
tane, for instance, with a population of 
only -one pewson to the square mile of ter- 
ritory. there are 292 telegraph and tele- 
phone stations. 

All told, he said, there are 29,000 places 
in the United States reached by the tele- 
graph companies, while in Great Britain 
there are only 10,816 places thus reached. 
In this country almost 50 per cent. of the 
Post Offices have telegraph connections, 
while in Great Britain only about one-quar- 
ter of them are thus equipped. 

While admitting that rates on local mes- 
sages in Europe are lower than in the 
United States, Mr. Clark contended that on 
through messages they are incomparably 
higher. He pointed out that in Europe ad- 
dresses and signatures are charged for. As 
a comparison in long distance messages, he 
pointed out that an ordinary message cov- 
ering ten words of text would cost about 
$2.41 if sent from London to St. Petersburg, 
a distance of 1,774 miles, while a message 
sent from New York to Galveston, about 
the same distance, would cost only 75 
cents, 


The capitalization of the Western Union | 


Company, Mr. Clark stated, amounts to 


$703 per mile of poles, or $141 per mile of | 


wire. In Great Britain the capitalization 
was about twice as great. 

Referring to the consolidation of the va- 
rious original lines into the Western Union 
system, he said it had been necessary, in 
order to secure unification of rates and to 
facilitate through business. The result 
also had been a vast reduction in rates of 
transmission, the present maximum rates 
being in many cases not more than one-

He said it could not be expected that the 
owners of telegraph lines would sell at the 
mere cost of production. They, like the 
owners of any profitable property, had a 
right to expect something for good will,

fined to the lines throughout the rural dis- 
tricts, but is due largely to city conditions— 
the construction of buildings and under- 
ground conduits and the securing of other 
terminal facilities. He estimated that 
there had been spent upon the Western 


Union system since 1866 not less than $50,- 


000,000 or $60,000,000, entirely outside of 
construction. 

He quoted the Chancellor of the Exche- 
quer of Great Britain as saying that there 
had been a loss to the 
about $22,000,000 on the telegraph system 
of that country. If there had been such a 
deficit there, what, Mr. Clark asked, could 
be expected in a country like the United 
States, twenty-five times as large? 

Mr. Clark claimed that the Western Union 
rates were reasonable and the result of 
very careful study and adjustment. He 
thought any radical reduction would be 
followed by disaster to the stockholders 
and would gesult in no benefit to the public 
at large. There certainly would be a de- 
ficit, and in case of Government ownership 
the burden simply would be shifted from 
the stockholders to the people.

Sadie 
was met by her father and taken to his 
home, where she was introduced by her 
father to a young woman, who he said was 
his wife. Sadie was surprised at this, but 
said nothing.

MUSICAL AND. DRAMATIC 


Those who watched Mr. Jean de Reszke 
feigning death in the last act of “ Tristan 
und Isolde,” at the Metropolitan Opera 
House on Wednesday night, secretly hoped 
that the result might not be the same as 
that of his previous ‘appearance in the same 
role. It may be recalled that he was then 
seized with an attack of grip, and was 
unable to sing for nearly three weeks. The 
cause of that attack was one historically 
associated with the role of Tristan, In 
the last scene after a long and arduous 
passage of exciting declamation the imper- 
sonator of Tristan must lie still on the 


stage. He has been engaged in violent 
exertion, and is naturally warm, probably 
perspiring. He is now in a state of com- 
plete relaxation, a condition highly favor- 
able to the development of a cold. Mr. de 
Reszke always begs the representatives of 
Isolde and rangine to pull his mantle 
well up around him as he lies there, but 
they, engaged in thinking of their own 
work, do not always remember. Hence 
the danger of cold. If the doors are plac- 
arded to-night with announcements that 
Mr. de Reszke is itndisposed, those who 
know the history of Tristan will exclaim, 
“Those fatal draughts have been at their 
work again.”’ 

For the original impersonator of this 
part fell a victim to these draughts. He 
fed in the zenith of his exceptional pow- 
ers, a ninger who realized Wagner's ideal. 
And the insensate chroniclers of the time 
at once proclaimed through Europe that 
he had died of the strain.of singing and 
acting the role. But Schnorr von Carrols- 
feld lived long enough to pronounce such 
stories absurd. He declared that the ex- 
ertion of singing the part was not ex- 
hausting to him, but that he lay on the 
stage with icy draughts sweeping over him, 
and he felt the very marrow in his bones 
chilling. That was the cause of the death 
of Schnorr. It was the cause of the recent 
indisposition of de Reszke. And it is a 
danger to which every impersonator of 
Tristan is exposed. 7s

Frank Damrosch, the conductor of the 
society,- had assembled, in addition to the 
society’s chorus, sixteen boys of the sur- 
liced choir of St. James’s Church, the 
eople’s Choral Union, and the string or- 
chestra necessary for the performance of 
the Handel number. The boys were heard 
in the first number and the Bach motet, 
while the Choral Union sang the chorales 
from the gallery. We have before spoken 
of the noble effect produced by the solid and 
sonorous tone of this massive choir float- 
ing down from above and filling every 
cranny of the hall, but it seemed particu- 
larly impressive last night when it was 
first loosed in the major strain of the 
lovely Easter hymn so excellently arranged 
by Martin Pliiddemann. The boys’ voices 
vee comparatively ineffective, and in 
e@.motet were overbalanced so that the 
chorale was not clearly heard. 

The chorus of the society was not wholly 
happy in the beautiful music of the master 
of the second period of the Netherlands 
school, and it —oe also with apparent dif- 
ficulty in the hi tessitura of the Bach 
motet.

MANUFACTURER IN A ROW. 


Theodore Conkling Arrested Upon His 
Divorced Wife’s Complaint—Her 


Friends to the Rescue. 

Theodore Conkling, a woolen manufac- 
turer, giving 829 Amsterdam Avenue as his 
address, was locked up in the West Sixty- 
eighth Street Station last night. The charge 
was attempted felonious assault. It was 
made by his divorced wife, Ella 8S. Conk- 
ling, who resides at 62 West Seventieth 
Street. Mrs. Conkling is about forty-five 
years old. She says she speculates in real 


estate. 

Policeman.Owen McKenna was at Sev- 
entieth Street and Columbus Avenue at 
9:30 o'clock last night. He heard cries for 
help and he ran toward Broadway and 
West End Avenue, whence the sounds 
came. At 62 West Seventieth Street Ed- 
ward Schlessinger of 1,001 Madison Ave- 
nue, called him. Schlessinger told him to 
hurry and said that if he did not some- 
wore, would get killed. 

‘‘ There’s a man in here with a gun, and 
he’s liable to shoot it,”’ he said. 

In the house the policeman found Mark 
M. Schlessinger, a lawyer living with his 
brother Edward, and having an office at 20 
Broad Street. The lawyer was holding 
down a man much larger than he. Schles- 
singer said the large man—who later 
proved to be Conkling—had threatened to 
annihilate the tenants in the house. At 
this point Mrs. Conkling sqgeeres. She cor- 
roborated this allegation. er clothing was 
torn and several bruises on her neck were 
visible. Conkling had a cut on his right 
hand. Edward Schlessinger’s lip was 
twice its normal size. He said Conkling 
had hit him. 

The policemen escorted the woman andthe 
three men to the West Sixty-eighth Street 
Station. There charges and counter charges 
were made, the result being Conkling’s in- 
carceration by Sergt. Fitzpatrick, who took 
Mrs. Conkling’s complaint. 

The woman said she had moved into the 
house a week ago. Last night she an- 
swered the bell, as she was expecting 
friends. Her former husband confronted 
her. He had been drinking, she thought. 
She tried to slam the door. He was too 
quick for her, and got in. He finally seized 
her by the throat. She struggled. Then 
it was, she said, that the revolver was 
used. At this point the Schlessingers ap- 
peared. They were the expected friends, 
and it was legal business, she said, upon 
which they called. 

Conkling declined to talk save to say 
that his call on his ex-wife had been purely 
social, and that she had knocked him down 
and assaulted him. He had not threatened 


er. 

The Schlessingers and Mrs. Conkling went 
from the station house to the home of Ras- 
tus S. Ransom, at 3388 West Seventy-second 
Street, Mrs. Conkling’s attorney. Subse- 
quently Mark pominemget called again at 
the station house, but he declined to say 
anything. 

The prisoner married Mrs. Conkling seven 
years ago. They soon separated. Mrs. 
Conkling has claimed that the cause was 
her husband's alleged intemperance, A rec- 
onciliation followed and then a second sep- 
aration. In November, 1899, they were di- 
vorced. Justice Giegerich tried the case. 


ROBBERS KILL BANK CASHIER. 


Enter the Institution at Noon and Se- 
cure $2,000—Victim Tried to Pre- 
vent Their Escape. 
HARRISBURG, Penn., March 14.—Charles 
W. Ryan, cashier of the Haligax National 
Bank, was shot to death by Henry Rowe 
and Weston Keiper, of Lykens, at noon 
to-day, during an attempt at a daring bank 
robbery. The robbers were captured by a 
party of citizens soon after the crime, and 
were brought to the Harrisburg Jail, to- 
gether with F. B. Straley, of Lykens, who 

is suspected of being an accomplice. 

Rowe and Keiper drove to Halifax from 
Elizabethville this morning, and hitching 
their team on the outskirts of the town, 
boldly entered the bank with revolvers pre- 
sented. Each had a revolver, and they 


ordered the attachés of the bank to throw 
up their hands and turn over the mene. 

One of them held in check Abraham 
Fostenbaugh, the President; Isaac Lyter, 
the teller, and Ex-Representative Swartz 
of Duncannon, who was in the bank on 
private business. The other covered Cashier 
tyan, and under the menace of the re- 
volver the cashier collected the cash in the 
drawers to the amount of $2,000 and placed 
it in a satchel the robbers had brought 
with them. 

Rowe, with the cash-stuffed satchel in 
his hand, backed out toward the door, and 
Keiper also moved toward the entrance to 
the bank. Just when it seemed that the 
robbers would succeed in getting away, 
Cashier Ryan leaped forward in an attempt 
to knock up the revolver of the man with 
the money. In the scuffle several shots 
were fired and Ryan fell to the floor, shot 
through the groin by a bullet from the 


pistol of Rowe. Mr. Fostenbaugh grabbed 
Rowe, and after a short scuffle threw him 
to the floor. Keiper ran out of the door. 
The noise of the shots attracted J. F. 
Lyter, who has a store near the bank build- 
ing. fe ran out with his shotgun and pur- 
sued Keiper for one block and shot him in 
the back of the head, when the robber sur- 


rendered, 


The wounded cashier was taken to his 
home after the capture of the desperadoes, 
where he died early this evening. 

Rowe and Keiper are unmarried and 
formerly worked in the coal mines at 
Lykens. Rowe is nineteen years old, and 
has been considered a dangerous man. 
Keiper is twenty years old, and was al- 
ways looked upon as honest and harmless. 
They were brought to Harrisburg this after- 
noon. At the jail Keiper said that he did 
nos shoot with the intention of killing any- 

ody. 


DEAD IN HIS SIGNAL TOWER. 


Lehigh Valley Road Employe Killed by 
a Bullet—Set a Switch Just 
Before Death. 

NEWARK, N. J., March 14.—The body of 
W. W. Blackford, night operator in the 
towerhouse of the Lehigh Valley Railroad 
at Park View, was found in the tower early 
this morning by other employes of the road. 
A revolver was found on the floor of the 
structure, and it was discovered that he 
had died from a bullet wound. Whether 
it was a case of suicide or accidental shoot- 
ing will probably never be known. Black- 
ford Was married and leaves one child. He 
was a sober, steady man. 

County Physician Washington, who made 
an investigation, says he does not suspect 
foul play, but he could not find any reason 
why Blackford should have committed sui- 
cide. Blackford’s only amusement was 
shooting at targets, and he made all his 
own ammunition. 

Blackford went on duty about 6 o'clock 
last night, relieving George Johnson. He 
was in good spirits. At midnight Thomas 
Shea, the night watchman for that section 
of the railroad, went to the tower and sat 
with Blackford. He was alive at 2:25 this 
morning. At that hour Albert Hoey, con- 
ductor of the yard freight, had his engi- 
neer signal to Blackford to set the switch 
for him. Blackford set the switch and 
signal promptly. Coal was taken on and 
Hoey gave his engineer the signal to move 
out of the block controlled by the Park 
View tower. The signal arm this time did 
not fall, and the engineer whistled. 

Conductor Hoey -ran to the tower, and 
did not see Blackford at the levers. Then 
he tried to open the tower door. It stuck, 
but yielded when Hoey pushed hard. Then 
he saw that Blackford’s body was on the 
floor against the door. The revolver was 
near by, and the operator was dead. The 
bullet had entered near the collar bone. 
All the “aes were set at “* danger.”’ 

County Physician Washington allowed the 
body to be removed to the man’s late home. 
In speaking of the conditions surrounding 
the death of Blackford, he said: 

‘“*TIt would be possible for a man to kill 
himself by shooting himself where Black- 
ford did, but I never saw a suicide who 
shot himself there. I do not believe this 
man killed himself.’”’ 


CAUSE OF WADMAN’S DEATH. 


O’Hanion Says It Was Due to 
Nephritis, Not Violence. 


Coroners’ Physician O'Hanlon yesterday 
made a supplementary report to the Dis- 
trict Attorney’s office on the cause of 
death of Herbert C. Wadman, who died on 
March 5, 1901, at the Manhattan State 
Hospital. The report states that Wadman’s 
death was not due to violence, but that he 
died from nephritis, induced by the exces- 
sive use of alcohol. 

Wadman was buried in St. Michael’s 
Cemetery, Astoria, but at the request of 
relatives was exhumed and an autopsy per- 
formed at the Morgue on Wednesday. he 
organs were sent to pathologists of the 
Cornell Medical College for examination. 
Dr. O’Hanlon’s report will have the ef- 
fect of discontinuing this examination,

TOKENS IN IRISH MAIL| GRUMBLE AT CUSTOMS RULE. 


Shamrock Comes for Loved Ones 
in This Country. 


Messages of Affection in Verse Upon 
Envelope and Box—Vast Consign- 
ment Overwhelms Postal Clerks. 


The approach of St. Patrick's Day was 
borne in upon the clerks in the foreign 
rail department of the Post Office yes- 
terday with the arrival of the White Star 
steamship Majestic, which brought over 
1,800 bags of mail matter. By far the 
larger part of tit huge consignment was 
from Ireland, and the greater part of this 
mail matter consisted of shamrock. The 
remainder was principally moss, peat, beg 
oak, and@*poetry, sent from the residents of 
the Emerald Isle to loved ones in America 
in memory of St. Patrick. 

Limerick and Cork and Killarney must 
have been denuded of their verdure, judging 
from the appearance of the interior of the 
Post Office when the mails were opened. 
The big barnlike mail room was fairly lined 
in green until it looked at first glance as 
if Christmas was about to come again in 
March. 

There was shamrock in letters, shamrock 
in boxes, and shamrock done up in paper 
parcels, and the general dampness generat- 

‘ed by the greens had caused many hun- 
dreds of the parcels to break open. Stamps 
had dampened and peeled off, letters had 
sprung open, and many addresses were 
blurred and indistinct. <A great deal of 
English mail that had come over side by 
side with the Irish mail had become damp- 
ened and had succumbed to the melting in- 
fluence of the shamrock. 

There were thousands of letters filled 
with the greens, and on the envelopes and 
parcels were the pictures of shamrocks. 
Nearly every piece of the Irish mail had 
written on the outside some loving message 
from the sender. One letter had on its 
back the following: 

GOD SAVE IRELAND, 
We prize the shamrock fair 
And love its emerald green, 
And Ireland's sons its leaves shall wear 
In every clime and scene, 

Another letter, fairly bursting apart with 
shamrocks, bore this inscription in a wo- 
man's hand: 

From the dearest spot in Erin’s Isle 
1 send the shamrock spray, 

With kindest love from all at home 
To a dear one far away. 

A big box of sod and shamrocks carried 
the following message: 

Shamrocks for St. Patrick's Day 
From dear old Cork I send, 

With kindest love from all at home, 
To you, our dear old friend. 

Green silk handkerchiefs were also sent 
as well as green neckties galore. There 
were also many boxes of small green harps 
about four inches long. Most of the letters 
had small green ribbons panes on the 
envelopes. ‘There was one big box, of the 
shape of a harp, covered with green satin, 
and on one corner on the outside was 
pinned a big bunch of shamrock. The 
sender of this token fairly overflowed with 
sentiment, as was shown by the following 
verses written on the outside of the parcel: 

Then pilgrim, if you bring me 
From the far off land a sign, 

Let it be some token telling 

Of the Green Old Isle once mine. 

A sprig from the shores of Ireland 
Would be dearer far to me 

Than ali wines of the Rhineland 
Or the arts of Italy. 

The sender of one verdant package took 
occasion to gently remind the addressee not 
to ‘‘ get puffed up "’ with his success in the 
land of the free. The package had upon it 
the picture of a man leading a pig by a 
string and carrying a black thorn stick. 
The sender inquired if the addressee didn’t 
souk like that before he left the ‘ Ould 
od.”’ 

The Post Office clerks had a tremendous 
task resealing the envelopes and repairing 
the broken boxes, and a great many of 
the tokens were mixed up in the shuffle, 
but the recipients will never know the dif- 
ference, as all shamrock looks alike to an 
Irishman. The shamrock puckeeee were ad- 
dressed to all parts of the United States, 
but New York got a very large share. Big 
consignments went to New Jersey, Mas- 
sachusetts, Maine, Vermont, and Connecti- 
cut. 

Thousands of letters and packages were 
short of postage, and, all things considered, 
some of the recipients are going to be a 
little late in getting their gifts. But there 
seemed to be shamrocks enough in that 
mail for everybody. 


SAYS MAINS DO NOT LEAK. 


Engineer Birdsall Denies the Reports— 


Pumping Plant Contract. 


John B. McDonald, the rapid transit sub- 
way contractor, put in thé lowest bid for 
the construction of a pumping plant for in- 
creasing the water supply of the Bronx 


Borough. Mr. McDonald's bid for the nec- 
essary pipes was $25,820, and he wants $11 


a million gallons for pumping the water 
after the plant has-been built. 

Chief Engineer Birdsall said yesterday 
that in a few days the water would be clear 
again. Mr. Birdsall denied yesterday that 
there were any big leaks in the water 
mains. One supposed break reported by, 
the -Manufacturers’ Association at East 
Fifty-second Street, Mr. Birdsall. claims is 
East River water which is used in an arti- 
ficial ice plant, and after the salt water 
has been used it is allowed to run into the 
sewers. 


WOMAN CUTS HER THROAT. 


Victim of Grip Gets Up in the Middle of 
the Night to Take Her Life. 


BRIDGEHAMPTON, L. L, March 14.— 
Mrs. Charles Talmage of Mecox, a suburb 
of this place, killed herself yesterday. She 
had been ill with the grip for several days, 
and was tired out before that in attending 
to her husband, who also was afflicted with 
the malady. 

Mrs, Talmage got out of bed about 3 
o'clock yesterday morning, and as she did 
not return her husband searched for her 
and found her seated by the stove, with her_ 
head between her hands. As he approached 
her she got up and ran out of the house. 
Mr. Talmage noticed some bloodspots on 
the floor, and, running after her, found 
her with her throat cut. Medical aid was 
hastily summoned, and Dr. E. B, Mulfort 
attended her, but was unable to save her. 


Half of a Freight Car Goes Overboard. 

OGDENSBURG, N. Y., March 14.~While 
heavily laden cars of copper, en route from 
Canada to New York, were being taken 
from the transfer steamer Armstrong, at 
the New York Central slip, to-day, a 
coupling broke as_the last car was running 
on to the apron. Before it could be blocked 
the ear ran back on the steamer, smashing 
the dead woods and crashing through the 
boat rail. The car broke in two, and one- 
haif af it dropped into the St. Lawrence, 
with its entire contents, valued at about 
$10,000, 


Fatally Hurt, His Wife Not Informed. 


A man who fell into the areaway of 680 
East One Hundred and Thirty-eighth 
Street early yesterday morning was later 
identified as James Sceultaugh, fifty-three 
years old, an insurance agent, living at 
748 East One Hundred and Thirty-eighth 
Street with his wife. The man died in 
Harlem Hospital last evening from a frac- 
tured skull. According to the man’s wife 
she was not notified of the accident by the 
police or the hospital authorities, although 


her husband always carried a number of 
business cards with him. 


Three New Smallpox Cases. 


Three new cases and one death from 
smallpox were reported last night. The 
patients are Alfred Frank, thirteen’ years 
old, of 238 East One Hundred and Fourth 
Street; Leonardo Allidano, forty-nine

The death reported was 
that of Martin Flynn, forty-two years old, 
of 156 East One Hundred and Twenty- 
ninth Street, who died at North Brother 
Island Hospital.

Friends Waiting to Greet Passengers 
on Liners Resent Being Excluded 
from the Baggage Inclosure. 

Silas C. Croft, Surveyor of the Port,* is- 
sued a formal statement yesterday stating 
that the practice of countersigning cards of 
admission to the baggage inclosure of the 
various steamship wharves had been dis- 
continued because the privilege was so 
abused that the Inspectors were hampered 
in their examination of the baggage. The 

statement continues: 

Visitors, however, are only excluded from 
the inclosure when the examination is being 
held, but passengers arriving are not restricted 
in their movements, either within or without the 
inclosure. The method employed contemplates 
solely promptness and safety, and rarely are any 
complaints lodged at the Surveyor’s office that 
do not urge that everything be done to expedite 
the departure of passengers from the dock. 

Deputy Surveyor Storey’s clerks, who un- 
der the new customs régime inspect the 
luggage of arriving steamship passengers, 
had another hard morning’s work yester- 
day. The occasion was the arrival of the 
White Star liner Majestic with 325 pas- 
sengers in her cabins. As was the case 
Sunday, no one was allowed witain the 
inclosure, and a large concourse of grumb- 
ling people, friends or relatives of the pas- 
gengers, had a tedious wait before they had 
a chance to greet those they had come to 
welcome. 

Deputy Collector King went down the 
hay with the clerks from the Collector's 
office, to superintendent the taking of dec- 
larations. He had all that he could attend 
to in kee ing matters straight. In_ the 
saloon of the Majestic, just before the liner 
docked, a woman called Mr. King aside and 
informed him that, by mistake, she had 
failed to declare two canary birds. She 
assured him that the omission was unin- 
tentional, and was much relieved when in- 
formes that the birds could enter free of 
uty. 

The examinations of baggage continues to 
be most thorough, and “it’s a sharp fellow 
who can get anything in this country,” 
as one of the dock attachés expressed it 
yesterday. There was a great deal of com- 
plaint on phe ae of passengers who ar- 
rived on the St. Louis Sunday. The cus- 
toms people say the fact that on the St. 
Louis the amounts collected or assessed on 
goods put in bond netted $24,000 had some- 
thing to do with the dissatisfaction. They 
say that last Summer the St. Louis brought 
in 650 pospengers on one trip, and the du- 
ties collected amounted to only $700. She 
brought less than half as many Sunday.

YACHTING PARTY DRIVEN BACK. 


The Enterprise, Bound for Havana, En- 
counters a Gale and Seeks This Port. 


After a trying experience with a hurri- 
cane the auxiliary yacht Enterprise was 
driven into New York harbor late Wednes- 
day night. The Enterprise is owned by 
Frank L. Perin and his brother, Nelson, 
and when it was driven back was bound for 
Havana with a party of the owners’ friends.

Hardly had she got fairly out to sea 
when the storm again arose, and it fresh- 
ened with alarming rapidity until at 2 
o'clock A. M. Sunday there was a regular 
hurricane from the southeast. The yacht 
battled steadily until 5 o'clock P. M. of 
that day. The wind piped through her rig- 
ging, seas mounted over the bow, and 
with her tall spars she rolled frightfully. 

The Enterprise was then off Cape Look- 
out, near the Diamond Shoals, and as the 
coast runs northeast at that point ana 
the hurricane was swooping down from the 
southeast there was every danger of the 
yacht being swept shoreward onto the 
shoals. 

In that emergency Capt. 
forestaysail. It split with a report like 
a cannon the instant it filled, and its 
shreds went sailing overboard. Then the 
stormtrysail was set, and under this can- 
vass the vessel worked gradually away 
from the shore and out of danger. 

Once clear of the —— which marks 
the eastern end of the shoals, sails were 
set and the yacht proceeded under canvass. 

So much time had been lost that the 
party aboard decided that it was best to 
postpone the trip, as most of them had 
made arrangements to be absent only a 
fortnight.

MAYOR HOOS’S CHARGES. 


His Nomination by Democrats Not 
Made in Good Faith, He Declares— 
Reply of Robert Davis. ; 


Mayor Hoos of Jersey City has created a 
sensation in local political circles by a 
speech he made at a dinner given by the 
Minkakwa Club, a Republican orgariza- 
tion, on Wednesday night. 

Mayor Hoos first complimented his prede- 
cessor, P. F. Wanser, a Republican. He 
then went on to say that when the Demo- 
erats nominated him at the expiration of 
Mayor Wanser's term they did not act in 
good faith. 

“They selected me,” continued Mayor 
Hoos, “‘ because no other man of our party 
cared to stand as a candidate for the office 
and spend his own money on what was 
called a ‘forlorn hope.’ I accepted the 
nomination. Every one who has taken any 
part ir our municipal affairs knows with 
what dififculties my way was paved to 
prevent me from becoming Mayor. It was 
never intended that I should become Mayor, 
but notwithstanding that I did. 

“As to my administration, I only want 
to be judged fairly. I do not want to be 
maligned by a set of disgruntled office- 
seekers and bootlickers who sing hosanna 
to Robert Davis because he is on top, and 
for no other reason. Let him fall, and you 
will have a goodly number of his followers 
applying for membership in Republican 
clubs. For all that, I have always ap- 
pointed Democrats to office. The leader 
{Mr. Davis] has received from me one of 
the best-paying offices in the city, [Col- 
lector of Taxes.] It was purely an act of 
gratitude, nothing else. 

“For some time it has been rumored 
that the real Democratic organization has 
not been satisfied with my method of eity 
government. The Executive Committee has 
decided that Col. Robert Smith is to be my 
successor. The local press is continually 
alluding to this and accusing me of ‘ play- 
ing to the galleries,’ fearing that if any 
power were left me I might become dan- 
gerous. Well, to make a bull mad, just 
shake a red flag in front of him. I might 
possibly become ‘the bull in a china shop’ 
and smash some of the most valuable polit- 
ical roses and ornaments now so safely 
Stored in the Democratic glass house.”’ 

“The Mayor is wrong in several of his 
statements,”’ said Mr. Davis yesterday. 
“The Executive Committee has not select- 
ed Col. Smith as a candidate. It has se- 
lected no-one, for the. reason that the 
Meeker act may be upheld, in which case 
there will be no Spring election. The Mayor 
is alsc wrong in saying that he was nom- 
inated in 1897 as a ‘ forlorn hope,’ because 
no other candidate could be found. There 
were a dozen candidates. <As to the ‘ for- 
lorn hope,’ that is one of the Mayor’s 
dreams. But, granting that whe was not 
nominated in good faith in 1897, how did it 
happen that he was renominated and re- 
elected in 1899?"

Concurrent Resolution Providing for 
Biennial Sessions Sure to Pass. 
TRENTON, N. J., March 14.—The Senate 


coneurrent resolution for biennial sessions 
ef the Legislature passed second reading 
in the House this afternoon, and will un- 
doubtedly be adopted by the House next 
week. The resolution will have to be 
adopted by the succeeding Legislature and 
be approved by the people before it can 


become a part of the Constitution. The 
Assembly adjourned for the week. 

The House has also passed these House 
bills: 


Fixing $1,000,000 as the maximum amount that

shall apply for the appointment of a receiver for 
banking institutions that are improperly con- 
ducted or that are insolvent; providing for the 
revision of the ward linés of Paterson, and the 
bill providing for the publication of the names 
of applicants for liquor licenses.

CONFERENCE ON GILMAN CASE. 


State of Connecticut to Maintain 
Right of Jurisdiction. 


BRIDGZPORT, Conn., March 14.—A con- 
ference was held this afternoon between 
State Treasurer Gallup and Attorney Gen- 
eral Phelps in regard to the course of ac- 
tion of the State in the hearing on Monday 
next on the estate of George F. Gilman. 

Mr. Phelps to-night declined to state his 
decision, saying that in general his position 
is the same as in the Plant will case, in 
which Mr. Phelps claimed jurisdiction for 
Connecticut. 

Treasurer Gallup, in an interview, said 
that the State would be represented at the 
Gilman hearing, and that it would defend 
its rights to jurisdiction. resorting to every 
point in Connecticut law to protect its in- 
terests in the payment of. the inheritance 
tax. 

The burden of proof of the alleged New 
York residence of the deceased, Mr. Gallup 
said, would be thrown on the heirs of half: 
blood, whose interest it was to take the 
litigation into New York. He further stated 
that he was confident that information in 
the hands of the Attorney General would 
establish Mr. Gilman’s residence in Con- 
necticut. 

Asked what effect the alleged agreement 
of the heirs would have on the situation, 
Mr. Gallup said emphatically that such an 
agreement would have no effect, but that 
the administration of the estate must pro- 
ceed in the usual manner, irrespective of 
agreements, until the claim of the State 
had been paid. 

The belief is prevalent here that the cs- 
tate amounts to fully the $20,000,000 esti- 
mated, and the solicitation of the officials 
is taken as an indication that this figure 
is accepted by them.

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THE CHANGE AT THE WAR DE- 
PARTMENT. 

Col. SANGER’S accession to the post of 
Assistant Secretary of War is a matter 
for general congratulation, He is espe- 
cially fitted for the duties of his office, 
and he may be relied on to perform them 
with vigilance, assiduity, and intelli- 
gence. No higher or more just tribute to 
his qualifications could be paid than to 
say that he has the same standard of 
public service as his chief, Secretary 
Root, with peculiar personal advantages 
of talent and training to enable him to 
live up to that standard. He is a student 
of military affairs, and he has had varied 
experience in the military service of the 
State as well as opportunity for obser- 
vation abroad which will give him spe- 
cial aptitude for the work to which he 
has been assigned. It may be added that 
he will not allow political ambition, his 
own or that of others, in the slightest de- 
gree to interfere with the full perform- 
ance of his duty or with any task that 
he may be set to do. 4 

It is reported from Washington that 
Senator PLATT of this State declares that 
the stories. of his opposition to the ap- 
pointment of Col. SANGER are “ news- 
paper stories,” and that his associate 
and subordinate in the politics of New 
York, Senator Depew, joins in this state- 
ment. So much comfort as these gentle- 
men may get from the assertion of that 
which is not we do not begrudge them. 
They were in an unpleasant predicament. 
Apparently the only choice open to them 
was to confess that their utterly unrea- 
sonable and discreditable opposition to 
the appointment of Col. SANGER was in 
vain, or to deny that they had opposed 
his appointment. Neither alternative was 
agreeable. Which was the less disa- 
greeable was a matter of personal taste 
and breeding. There be those who would 
prefer to own that they had failed in 
their devices, even when the devices were 
distinctly unworthy, to denying their 
ewn statements as to those devices. But 
we admit that this is a sensitiveness 
more often found in private life than in 
politics, and that it would probably in- 
jure the feelings of Senator PLatT more 
to seem to fail in influence with the Ad- 
ministration than actually to fail in ve- 
racity. There is much in habit. It is 
hard to teach old dogs new tricks; it is 
harder to break aged politicians of old 
ones. 


THE WATER SUPPLY OF NEW YORK. 

We need offer no apology for contin- 
uing from time to time, as the progress 
of events may warrant, the discussion of 
the questions connected with the water 
supply of New York. They are the most 
exigent of those relating to the material 
welfare of the city; they are not in com- 
petent official Nands; the public interest 
demands that they shall be discussed in- 
telligently and exhaustively, and without 
unceasing vigilance on the part of disin- 
terested public citizens the city will yet 
in some way be betrayed into a surrender 
of the most important of its public utili- 
ties to the control of speculators in State 
franchises and legislative favors. The 
Ramapo job is an object lesson which 
should not soon be forgotten, The extent 


to which the Water Commissioner of New 


York and his official associates have co- 
operated with the agents of that conspir- 
acy against the public interest fs not a 
matter of opinion, but of official record. 
To defend their honesty in this matter is 
to impeach their judgment; and if such 
defense is successful, it proves their in- 
competence and demonstrates their con- 
spicuous unfitness for the great and anx- 
ious responsibilities devolving upon them. 
It is not necessary to impugn motives. 
An official mistake persisted in, as a sin 
against light, is a crime and should be 
judged as such. 

In the exhaustive investigations of last 
year, for the Controller and for the Mer- 
chants’ Association, the fact was brought 
out and established beyond controversy 
that if the present rate of alleged use 
and waste are continued we shall feach 
the absolute limit of the supply to be ob- 
tained from present sources by or about 
1905. The announcement was startling, 
for the reason that barely timme enough 
remained for the measures needed to 
avert the calamity of a water famine, the 
effect of which on New York no citizen 
could contemplate with equanimity. Be- 
yond using the fact as an argument to 
excuse zealous official co-operation with 
the Ramapo conspirators, it seems to 
have had no consideration in the office 
of the Water Commissioner. It was Ram- 
apo or nothing. There was more in this 
for Tammany than in any measure of 
water economy. The greater the waste 
the more imminent the failure of the 
public supply; create a water panic, or 
let it be created by scarcity and ominous 
predictions of what might be expected in 
the near future, and the $200,000,000 con- 
tract was a sure thing. This is so typical 
et the Tammany scheme of city govern- 
ment that it has occasioned no surprise; 


but why it has not incited a local polit- 


ical revolution can be explamed only on 
the assumption that it is not fully un- 
derstood. 

Whatever the duty of the New York 
Water Department as to the acquisition 
and development of new sources of sup- 
ply in anticipation of future require- 
ments, its immediate duty is to take vig- 
orous and intelligent measures to mini- 
mize the preventable weste, which ac- 
counts for at least 60 to 70 out of the 116 
gallons per head per day charged. to con- 
sumption. That all waste could be pre- 
vented is improbable; that fully one- 
half the present per capita allowance 
could be saved by practicable means and 
that this saving would double the avail- 
able supply and obviate any emergency 
‘measures to avert scarcity for probably 
another ten or twenty years are demon- 
strable facts. What has the Water Com- 
missioner done in this direction? What 
he should do is not a matter of doubt. 
In the discussion of this subject we have 
less in view his education in the rudi- 
ments of municipal water works man- 
agement than the information of the 
public, to whom the facts, calmly and 
dispassionately presented and attested 
by unimpeachable professional] authority, 
should be an incentive to greater inter- 
est in the discharge of the duties of citi- 
zenship. 

The first and most obvious duty of the 
public officers responsible for the man- 
agement of the city’s water supply is to 
discover, locate, and stop the enormous 
underground leakage from mains and 
service pipes. Whether this is more or 
less in gallons per day is unimportant. 
It is admittedly great enough to entail 
onerous public burdens. That it is equiv- 
alent to at least 60 gallons per head per 
day out of the 116 gallons charged to 
consumption will not be disputed by any 
one whose views on the subject are en- 
titled to respectful consideration. Some 
authorities give it as 75 gallons. How 
this may be done, how it has been done 
elsewhere, and with what results in 
tangible water economy, we shall outline 
in another article. 

The next and scarcely less imperative 
duty of the Water Commissioner is to 
take steps to minimize the public waste. 
This is great in the aggregate and rep- 
resents neither public benefit nor private 
advantage. For example, on Saturday, 
March 9, when everything emanating 
from the Water Department was of the 
most disquieting character, and notice 
had been given that if it did not rain 
with a precipitation beyond what was 
then a reasonable expectation, some of 
the important mains would be cut off on 
Monday morning, the discharge of co- 
pious streams from some of the park 
fountains was unnecessary and calcu- 
lated to surprise and shock the observ- 
ant citizen. The preventable waste of 
water in public uses would supply all the 
needs of one borough at least. 

The third and equally important duty 
of the Water Commissioner is to move 
at once and with all the influence and 
authority of his office to minimize house 
waste. This cannot be done under the 
present system of office organization. 
There has been a great deal of tamper- 
ing with meters, and their use, instead of 
economizing waste, has tended rather to 
deprive the city of revenue by the falsi- 
fication of meter readings. There are 
millions of dollars of collectible water 
rates which are not now collected. An in- 
vestigation of the bookkeeping of the 
department would be a liberal education 
in municipal misgovernment. In point- 
ing out to the Commissioner these sey- 
eral lines of duty, we have 
very little reason to hope that we are 
rendering him a valuable service; but it 
will undoubtedly help the thoughtful 
reader to a clearer conception of the 
negligence for which it is proper the 
Water Commissioner should be held re- 
sponsible.

COUNT CASSINI ON MANCHURIA. 


The elaborate statement of the pur- 
poses of Russia in Manchuria which has 
been given out by the Russian Ambassa- 
dor in Washington has of course at- 


tracted the attention of all Americans 


intelligently interested in the situation 
in China. It cannot be safd to have as- 
suaged the curiosity it has excited. On 
the contrary, the experienced reader who 
tried to get some tangible assurance out 
of it will have been moved to a further 
curiosity to know why go able and expe- 
rienced and loyal a diplomatist as its au- 
thor unquestionably is should have taken 
the trouble to put forth a statement at 
all when he had 80 little to the purpose 
to say. 

What we know about Russia in Asia, 
on far better authority than that of 
Count Cassini, with all persona] respect 
for him, is that her progress across Asia 
during the last generation has been car- 
ried on with the unhasting, unresting 
movement of a glacier, and with as little 
regard to moral or humane considera- 
tions. Her outlet to an ice-free port on 
the Pacific is one to which she is na- 
tionally entitled, and if the construction 
of her transcontinental railway were the 
only object which there was reason to 
believe she was pursuing, one which no 
other nation would have any claim to 
gainsay. She is spreading civilization, of 
the Russian kind. Certainly, until she 
came upon and penetrated the borders of 
China, she was displacing nothing better 
than what she brought, or as good. But 
when the complaints of other nations 
that she has possessed herself of Man- 
churia are answered by nothing more to 
the purpose than a semi-official declara- 
tion that she does not mean to possess 
herself of Manchuria, other nations will 
judge of her professions by her practices. 

Count Cassini's account of the neces- 
sity under which Russia has acted in 
taking possession of Manchuria is by no 
means convincing. He says, for exam- 
ple, that “over the Manchurian border 


the Chinese forces poured, committing 


depredations and threatening Russian in- 
terests.” And, again: “In Manchuria 
the Russian civil engineers had at one 
time been driven away from work along 
the Trans-Sfherian Railway.” Oh, if 
Count Cassini will excuse us, oh, our 
eye and Elizabeth Martin! We have 
come to know a good deal within these 
months about the aggressive power of 
the Chinese Army, and still more of the 
Chinese mob. The Ambassador's expla- 
nation irresistibly recalls the explanation 
of the citizen who was found in posses- 
sion of his neighbor’s mutton: “ Any 
man’s sheep that bites me, I will kill.” 

Well, the Russians have killed in Man- 
churia some hundreds of thousands of 
these militant sheep, probably a hundred 
times as many as have fallen of Chris- 
tians or Christian sympathizers in China 
at the hands of the Boxers. Russia has 
extinguished all Chinese opposition to 
her acquisition of Manchuria, But she 
has not extinguished all opposition, It 
now appears that Japan, which has rea- 
son to know Russia, as well as China, 
better than any of the rest of us, is in a 
very militant frame of mind over the 
Russian aggressions. And the contest, if 
Russia forces it, would not be so unequal 
as many might suppose. The efficiency 
of the Japanese Army has been proved, 
not only in the war with China, which so 
many at the outset of it thought to fore- 
cast the issue of by a reference to the 
statistics. It has been shown also in the 
recent campaign for the rescue of the Ie- 
gations, in which the Japanese, by con- 
sent of all the Western observers, car- 
ried off the military honors. Of course 
we ourselves have no interests in China, 
nor in Manchuria, worth going to war 
about, and no intention of going to war 
about them, whatever happens. In fact, 
we have Russia’s assurance that we shall 
be admitted on as favorable terms as 
Russia herself to whatever acquisitions 
of Chinese territory she may make, 
whatever Russia’s assurance upon that 
point may be werth. 

It happens just now that, upon the 
Chinese question, in its uppermost phase, 
we are at one with Russia. We trust 
that the motives of the two Powers to 
the same action are very different. Rus- 
sia’s is the evident fact that she has al- 
ready secured her slice of the Chinese 
watermeion. Ours is a conviction that 
our interests in China are not to be pro- 
moted by massacres, in which Russia is 
by far the most blood-guilty Power, and, 
besides, an instinctive repugnance to 
massacre as a means of extending our 
markets. The ultimate fact is the same 
which gave a purely academic and 
no practical interest to the ‘‘ Peace Con- 
ference,” which was instigated by the 
Czar, the purity of whose own personal 
motives was no more disputed, by any 
experienced observer, than his practical 
impotency to affect the policy of the 
country of which he was the nominal 
autocrat. That is the fact that Russia, 
internation .ly speaking, has no moral 
character; that, in the language of the 
courts, her reputation for truth and ve- 
racity is not good “in the neighborhood 
in which she resides." The trading na- 
tions, (of which Russia is not yet one,) 
Great Britain, Germany, the United 
States, would evidently do well to join 
Japan, the interest of which is even 
more direct and intense, in keeping a 
suspicious eye upon the procedures of 
Russia, in Manchuria in particular and 
in Chine in general. And no one of them 
is likely now, as one of them was under 
a former administration of its State De- 
partment, to be hoodwinked by the 
smooth but obfuscatory observations of 
the Russian Ambassador at Washington. 


MR. CARNEGIE’S FAREWELL. 

Mr. ANDREW CARNEGIP’S epistles “ urbi 
et orbi,”’ in which he takes the people of 
Pittsburg, and, incidentally, those of the 
rest of the planet, into his confidence as 
to his feelings and his intentions, have 
a degree of human interest higher than 
usually attaches to the personal commu- 
nications of very rich men. 

To the dwellers in Pittsburg the letter 
explaining the author’s emotions with re- 
gard to them and their town must have 
not only interest but charm. It is rare 


that it happens to the inhabitant of a 


large city to have, say, a two-hundred- 
and-fifty-thousandth undivided share in 
the “heart” of a person of such great 
means and such distinction as Mr. CarR- 
NEGIE. To know that one’s home 'town is 
the one, and the only one, in which such 
a person can pursue “the ideal path of 
life and duty,” is a privilege not often 
attained in this or any other land. It is 
a pity that the people of Pittsburg can- 
not offer to Mr. CARNEGIE a reply that 
would really express their joint and sev- 
eral feelings in response to his affection- 
ate letter. Of course they can speak 
through their Mayor or Common Council, 
or some other more or less clumsy rep- 
resentative agency, but the result would 
be very different from a composite pho- 
tograph of their sentiments, in which the 
intensity and sincerity of their gratitude 
and admiration would really be reflected. 
Their inability so to do is, however, our 
loss rather than his; it cannot be un- 
known to Mn. CaRNEGIE how his fellow- 
townsmen regard him, or how genuine is 
the pride with which they accept their 
share of his reflected fame. His letter 
reveals his consciousness of these appeal- 
ing facts, and makes it a unique docu- 
ment in the literature of.the relations of 
great citizens to their cities. 

The letter in which Mr. CARNEGIE 
places in the hands of the President and 
Managers of the Carnegie Company 
$5,000,000 in trust, $4,000,000 of it as a 
source of revenue for distribution among 
those injured in the service of the com- 
pany, or those dependent on others who 
have been killed in that service, is one 
in which the whole country may rightly 
feel interest. And since this fund may 
lead to a more closely organized and per- 
manent provision for the employés of the 
company, it must be taken as an indica-

tion of the principle which Mr. CaRNnecig 
thinks should be recognized in the rela- 
tiens of employer and employed. As such 
it is creditable to his heart and to his 
head. The actual provision made for dis- 
abled employés and for dependent per- 
sons is extraordinary in amount, and 
probably without precedent in the gifts 
of individuals for such a purpose. Ad- 
ministered, as it doubtless will be, with 
intelligence and skill, there can be no 
question that it will do much toward 
establishing mutual good feeling between 
the company and its men. Such feeling 
is one of the conditions of modern in- 
dustrial success, and the failure to at- 
tain it and appreciate its value is a se- 
rious disqualification for a great indus- 
trial administrator. It cannot be forgot- 
ten that there have been defects in this 
direction in the past, which it is quite 
probable have suggested to Mr. CARNE- 
GIE the substantial and lasting provision 
that he has made for the welfare of the 
men in the service of the company in 
which his capital remains. If his plan 
works out as he plainly desires that it 
shall, the benefit he has conferred on 
both employed and employers, through 
the example he has set, will be great. 
Nothing in all his extensive and remark- 
able investments in philanthropy strikes 
us as deserving higher commendation. 


TOPICS OF THE TIMES. 


— Particular attention is deserved by the 
lynching of the negro HENDERSON, at Corsi- 
cana, Texas, not because the man was 
burned alive—that, unfortunately, no longer 
gives any particular distinction to a lynch- 
ing—but because the mob was encouraged, 
if not led, by a man whose sworn duty it 
is to uphold and execute the law, and be- 
cause, after the atrocious crime had been 
committed, this man, Justice H. G. Ros- 
ERTs, had the audacity to bring In, as the 
result of a formal inquest, the verdict that 
‘deceased came to his Just death at the 
hands of the incensed and outraged feel- 
ings of the best people in the United States, 
the citizens of Navarro and adjoining coun- 
ties.” This remarkable finding concludes 
with the statement: ‘The evidence, as 
well as the confession of guilt by the de- 
ceased, shows that his punishment was 
fully merited and commendable.” Nothing 
quite so bad as this has attended any of 
the many mob murders by which the 
country has been disgraced. Qualified de- 
fenses of the substitution of summary ven- 
geance'for the orderly application of the 
law have been numerous enough, and more 
than numerous enough, but always, so far 
as we remember, the persons making them 
have had the decency to allege and regret 
the necessity for such action and to excuse 
the excesses of the mob on the ground that 
ungovernable passions had been excited. 
Regrets and excuses are alike lacking in 
this case, and a “Justice” not only af- 
firms that the killing was done by “the 
best people in the United States,” but he 
declares it to have been “ just and com- 
mendable.’’ Corsicana, it must be remem- 
bered, is no frontier hamlet, but a pros- 
perous and progressive city, a railway cen- 
tre of some importance, with many and 
varied manufacturing interests, and 
equipped with all the facilities of civiliza- 
tion, including those for the prompt and 
vigorous execution of legal justice. If, as 
is stated, and as there is not much reason 
to doubt, the evidence of the negro’s guilt 
was convincing, his trial in court could 
have had no other ending than the inflic- 
tion upon him of the penalty which the 
people of Texas, acting freely and delib- 
erately, have decided that guilt like his 
deserves. Justice RoOBeRTs declares, ap- 
parently with the acquiescence of his fel- 
low-citizens, that it was commendable as 
well as just. If he and they really think so, 
why do they not cause to be introduced in 
the Texas Legislature a law providing that 
murderers of all or some sorts be burned 
alive? Of course, they would not think of 
doing this, 


-——Bishop FAttows of Chicago is not 
afraid to speak his mind about “ Christian 
Science,’ and the fact that the ‘“ Scien- 
tists ’’ make free use of pious phrfses and 
sacred names does not prevent him from 
making fun of their follies in addition to 
denouncing their wickedness. He recently 
told those inclining toward Eddyism that 
if they are going to start a new religious 
system because they happen to have been 
healed at some time through the influence 
of a mental law as universal as gravitation, 
then the people who have been cured by 
patent medicines have just as good reason 
to establish medico-religious cults as they 
have. Thus, he suggests, there would then 
be Christian Liver Pillists, Christian Sarsa- 
parillists, and Christian Cholera Mixturists. 
The Philadelphia Medical Journal hints 
that the Bishop might easily lengthen this 
list by taking names from quack medicine 
advertisements in the religious press; but 
then, turning serious, it quotes with ap- 
proval the statement of Prof. Jastrow 
that there is nothing characteristically re- 
ligious in the “Christian Science’’ doc- 
trines. ‘‘ This criticism,” it says, “is a 
profound one, and should be a source of 
comfort to those alarmists who fear that 
‘Christian Science’ will overrun the land. 
It means that this system is no more a re- 
ligion than it is a science, and therefore 
that it is probably destined to an ephemeral 
existence. Persecution will help it for a 
while, but a wise and forceful administra- 
tion of the laws against it will do much to 
exterminate it.’’ But Eddyism is no mere 
folly which can safely be allowed to run its 
natural course; it is a public danger of far 
from incofisiderable consequence, and it 
can hardly be ignored by those whom it 
constantly threatens with loss of health or 
life. 


——Congress, by ratifying the cession act 
of the Tennessee Legislature, which fixed 
the Virginia-Tennessee boundary line in 
the middle of Main Street in the town of 
Bristol, has created a situation some feat- 
ures of which are decidedly curious. Ex- 
actly in the centre of that street there 
runs a car track, one rail of which is now 
in Virginia and one in Tennessee, so the 
question as to which of the two States a 
passenger in that company’s cars is trav- 
eling through depends on which side of the 
car he happens to find a seat. If he stands 
up he can be in both States at the same 
time. And if he moves from one side to 
the other he will have to set his watch 
backward or forward a whole hour if he 
wants it to show the legal time of day, 
for the State boundary is the dividing 
line between two standard time zones. 
Other difficulties and confusions are sure 
to manifest themselves to the citizens of 
Bristol, and they are likely to find their 
position even more inconvenient than in- 
teresting. More or less trouble always 
results from a political boundary in the 
making of which nature had no hand, and 
those who draw such boundaries almost in- 
variably increase the trouble as much as 
possible by drawing the Ifne straight. This 
is easy, and it looks well on a map, but to 
avoid a crook or a curve at the expense 
of dividing an established town is a good 
deal of an absurdity. 


——Only a few days ago a chorus of bitter 
complaint was going up from many parts 
of the city because of the difficulty or the 
impossibility of getting any water at all. 
Now water is plenty again in most places, 


but complaints are almost as loud and 
mumerous as before because the water is 
not clear. Really the present grievance 
is not very great. People who live along 
the Missouri River have learned that clean 
dirt is an addition to drinking water which, 
though not exactly desirable from the sen- 
timental and aesthetic points of view, is 
practically harmless. Not a few of them 
declare that it is healthful and even nu- 
tritious, but probably they do not quite be- 
lieve that, and only say it out of local 
pride. As to whether or not the dirt in our 
water is clean dirt, one’s opinion depends 
on one’s confidence in the assertions of the 
officials in the Health and Water Depart- 
ments. They. say it is all right, as dirt 
goes, and that its inclusion within us will 
do no harm. The chances are that these 
statements are correct, though, of course, 
our watershed has been for not a few 
years the seat of a numerous population 
far from anxious to inconvenience itself 
for the sake of the metropolis. There is 
sufficient excuse for worrying, therefore, 
on the part of those who must always wor- 
ry about something. The rest of us caw 
remain calm, take what we get, and be as 
happy as Tammany will let us. 


——Lord SALIsBuRyY’s assertion that Eng- 
lishmen, in the present state of their 
country’s finances and commerce, ought to 
learn French, German, and possibly Span- 
ish before they even think of Latin and 
Greek will doubtless vevive that old and 
usually tiresome controversy as to the com- 
parative values of the dead and the living 
languages as a means of education and 
mental discipline. This question has been 
raised a thousand times, and both sides 
of it have attracted impassioned defend- 
ers, but no decision has ever been reached, 
and probably none ever will be. Lord 
SALISBURY's apparent avowal of adhesion 
to the living languages as against the dead 
ones is unexpected, and therefore interest- 
ing, and it is to be hoped that he will find 
or make an opportunity to give his views 
on the subject at length. 


USES OF THE CHRISTIAN PULPIT., 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

I noticed in your issue of the 11th ult. a 
statement made by the Rev. Dr. MacArthur 
of the Calvary Baptist Church from his 
pulpit last Sabbath that he was about to 
arrange for a meeting in his church at 
which representatives of views more or less 
antagonistic to the Christian faith (Wu- 
Ting-Fang, &c.,) would be present to speak, 
and that he himself would be there, pre- 
sumably as the representative of Christian- 
ity. 

The idea appears to me novel, and, to say 
the least, it seems calculated to be most 
subversive of the power of the pulpit as an 
instrument to propagate the Christian 
faith. 

What is the Christian pulpit set for? Is it 
not for the defense and dissemination of 
the truth as it is in Jesus? To my mind, the 
pulpit takes both a defensive and an ag- 
gressive attitude toward error, and the er- 
ror it seeks to combat is clothed in many 
forms, while it may be broadly defined as 
all opposition to the knowledge of God as 


He has revealed Himself in Christ. The 
Christian Church, as I understand it, takes 
the positive position that Christ is the em- 
bodiment and expression of God’s will and 
purpose toward man; therefore, all that op- 
poses Christ and his teaching is to be justly 
regarded as error, against which the voice 
of the pulpit must be raised. These errors 
or opposing elements against which the 
Church contends may be classified as fol- 
lows: First, false religion; second, irre- 
ligion, and third, hypocrisy. 

To deal with these the pulpit is set that 
it may expose the true nature of the at- 
tacks against the citadel of Christian truth 
and that it may fortify the Church against 
them, while also seeking to fit and stimu- 
late an active campaign for their over- 
throw. 

Now, to combat any one of these forms of 
attack, is it wisdom to invite the enemy 
into the camp? Is the fighting to be done 
inside the lines of our fortifications, or are 
we to go forth and meet the foe in the open 
arena and seek to bring him a captive into 
the camp as a trophy of the fight? 

If there is any fighting to be done, I be- 
lieve it is usually done outside the lines of 
the camp; and surely it is foolish general- 
ship to withdraw the line of pickets and in- 
vite to a conflict inside. The camp is the 
place of preparation in rest and recupera- 
tion for active service; it is the place for 
positive instruction in the art and science 
of defense and attack, and it seems to me a 
prostitution of its purpose to give over the 
pulpit, even for one moment, to any reflec- 
tions subversive of the Christian faith. 

I should tike to ask the reverend gentle- 
man if, in his generalship of the Christian 
forces, he is not exposing them to unneces- 
sary danger by putting the pulpit of his 
church at the disposal of the foes of Chris- 
tianity by permitting them to attack the 
faith from the very place that stands for its 
defense. Surely, it is not narrow-minded- 
ness to*take means to preserve the truth 
from attack in its own house, and surely it 
does not indicate any fear regarding its 
value if we seek to exclude the despoiler 
from entering our armories. 

We believe the truth can withstand all 
attacks and is eternal, as God is: but surely 
we are not on that account justified in ex- 
posing it to unnecessary attack to test its 
power by admitting the enemy into the cit- 
adel and giving him free play to fire off-his 
weapons of destruction. 

If we grant to the opponents of Chris- 
Ceatty the opportunity to occupy our pul- 
pits in declaration of views opposed to 
truth, we may as well throw the door wide 
oo to other foes and give them also a 
chance to open their batteries upon us from 
within. We may as well give over the 
Church for one hour to wordly amusements. 
to be succeeded the following hour by re- 
ligious exercises, that the true test of the 
value of truth may be made. We may as 
well admit the irreligious and give them a 
chance to have out their side of the case. 
We may as well admit the hypocrite, (and, 
indeed, many have been admitted,) that he 
also may have an opportunity to set forth 
his view of the advantage of living a double 
life. Have the Church, if you will, a con- 
stant arena of conflict, by the introduction 
of various foreign elements to the truth, 
but in so doing there can be no question 
about the fact that the influence will tend 
to negation, if not to destruction, rather 


than to a positive declaration of the Chris- 
tian faith. 


For the discussion and consideration of 
all such matters a neutral platform should 
be chosen, giving no prejudice in favor of 
either representative, which might arise 
from associations connected with the place 
of discussion, but permitting the settlement 
upon the basis of merit alone, And. by all 
means, let the pulpit of the Christian 
Church be used only for that to which it 
has been dedicated—the preaching of the 
Gospel of the Lord Jesus Christ; for only 
in Him will the brotherhood of man be tru- 
ly realized.

THE BROOKLYN BRIDGE “CRUSH.” 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

I have a few ideas relative to the obvia- 
tion of the ‘“‘crush”’ at the Park Row end 
of the Brooklyn Bridge, and I trust you 
may think well enough of them to place 
them where they ‘ will do the most good.” 

In my opinion there are in the nature of 
things but just two ways in which to bring 
about the desired object: 

One is to divert a portion of the traffic 
to some’other thoroughfare, a tunnel or 
another bridge, or both; the other fs to 
compel the railroad companies to furnish 
a better supply of cars. 

The following facts should be carefully 
considered. The most exasperating and 
dangerous crush and scramble is for the 
seats whenever an empty car or train ap- 
proaches the loading point or platform. To 
walk with the moving throngs along the 


passages or up the stairways gives but 
infinitesimal discomfort or risk compared 
with the wait between the street-car loops 
and the rough-and-tumble fight for seats 
woenever an empty train or car comes in 
8 . 

say positively this enforced wait for 
cars and seats is the sole cause of serious 
trouble and discomfort at -the brid at 
the present time. And I further assert that 
if terminal facilities, consisting of switches, 
shunts, loops, passages, stairs, and plat- 
forms, were constructed to the best prac- 
tical advantage in a forty-acre field there 
would still be practically the same frantic 
rush for the seats of every empty car and 
train at the moment of its arrival at the 
loading point, To empnasize this state- 


ment let us look at a single line of cars— 
say, the Flatbush. The cars of this line 
run several minutes and as a conse- 
quence there are often several carloads 
of people ready to rush for seats and ** po- 
sitions’ in each empty car as it arrives. 
These people are as a rule tired and hungry, 
and the scarcity of seats causes a genuine 
scramble for them, and in the end gives a 
large proportion of the people a pang of dis- 
appointment and from a half hour to an 
hour of veritable > while they are 
riding to their homes in caades Cee 
To say that this anguish would obviated 
if the loading point of thig single line of 
cars were placed in the centre of a ten- 
acre field would be to make an evidently 
false statement. I understand that the 
bridge authorities limit the number of cars 
in a train to four, and the headway of the 
trains to forty-five seconds. If this be cor- 
rect it would seem to be in order for them 
to give some good reasons for the ener. 
tion of such rules. Let us conjecture: Is 
it a fear that a heavier traffic would un- 
duly strain the bridge, or that a smaller 
headway would cause serious collisions? I 
judge it cannot be the former, and that if 
it be the latter their fears are not well 
founded. Here are a few figures: A time 
headway of forty-five seconds gives a dis- 
tance headway of 700 feet. As a bridge 
train or a trolley car can be stopped or 
slowed down below a dangerous speed in 
one-fourth of that distance, it would seem 
that the present number of trains might be 
with perfect safety doubled. May we not 
with propriety ask what the railroad com- 
panies have to say about this? Will they 
or can they furnish the cars? [I feel sure 
they can and would if required by law 
to do so. In view of the shortness of the 
trip and the frequent trips that each car 
ean make, there can certainly be no diffi- 
culty about furnishing an ample supply of 
“bridge ”’ cars. How to materially in- 
crease the supply of surface cars is a more 
difficult proposition. But evidently this 
can best be done by establishing short-trip 
transfer stations on several of the most 
crowded lines at points where the people 
begin to unload—say, a mile or two out from 
the bridge. If, then, these lines have not 
enouhg of Winter cars at hand in the Win- 
ter season, let them build more or press 
Summer cars into the breach, and vice 
versa in the Summer season.

THE PLEA OF A FIREMAN. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

All New York firemen must feel thank- 
ful for your article in to-day'’s issue of 
your valuable paper. It shows clearly that 
THE Times does not believe the “ two- 
platoon bill” now before the Legislature is 
for the best interests of the firemen or the 
city; still, THe Tres discusses it in the 
most kindly manner, and I assure you all 
firemen do appreciate your generous inten- 
tions. 

That you are interested in our welfare 
and are our friend we firemen have had 
proof again and again. For that reason it 
is only fair to you and fair to any of your 
thousands of thinking readers that you 
should be set right in regard to a few 
statements you made in to-day’s issue of 
THE TiIMEs. First—The rules governing the 
Fire Department of the City of New York 
state clearly that twelve men, (ten men 
and two officers,) shall constitute a com- 
pany in the Fire Department; but also 
reads that seven men (six men and an 
officer,) shall constitute a “ working com- 
pany’; that is, accompany the apparatus 
to every fire. Now, I ask you, why are 
only seven men required to accompany 
each apparatus to a fire when there are 
twelve men in a company? Why only 
seven men out of twelve? I'll tell you. It 
is because twelve men require thirty-six 
meals each day; twelve men must each 
receive one day off in every ten. It is 
because officers must relieve brother offi- 
cers for meals, and engineers must relieve 
fellow-engineers for meals each day; and 
as a result, five men (and very often more,) 
are out of company quarters all the time, 
*‘relieving.”” And only seven men are left 
in quarters. ; 

Let me ask you now to look at our “ two- 
platoon bill.” It claims that if you add 
two men to the five that are out of quar- 
ters you will then have seven men out of 
quarters and seven men in quarters; or, in 
other words, ‘‘ two platoons.” Let one 
‘platoon’ report for duty at S$ A. M. 
They (the incoming “ shift,’’) will have 
their breakfasts in their stomachs, their 
dinner in their dinner cans, and their sup- 
per when they are dismissed at night by 
the night shift. By this simple little ar- 
rangement you do away with all * reliev- 
ing.’’ Nobody wants to go to meals, as 
every man will then eat and be at home 
the same as the rest of the people in every 
other walk of life. So as not to interfere 
with the efficiency of the department, di- 
vide the two additional men and place one 
on each platoon, so that instead of “ plac- 
ing the department in the hands of green- 
horns,”’ you'll have the same old company 
because the department now appoints an 
average of one hundred men yearly, and 
vou never heard of the department being 
spoken of as being full of greenhorns, did 
you, Sir? 

Do not imagine that the old-timers are 
opposed to our bill, or that the officers 
are opposed to our bill. A few “ scabs"’ or 
“suckers” alone are voicing the senti- 
ments of Chief Croker, hoping for some 
reward thereby. Just imagine how small 
a man must become to indulge in such 
scurvy lying that he may curry favor with 
the powers that be! You may ask, why, 
then, is Chief Croker opposed to the bill? 
I answer, probably because he is out for 
‘anything to beat Clifford,”” and probably 
he may be under the impression that he 
may find it healthy to shorten his term 
as Chief of Department, and perhaps 
there are other reasons. Don't you think 
that’s a fine job for $6,000 a year and no 
days off—but you can have runabouts and 
automobiles and the choice of a big city 
stable to sit behind; you cannot go outside 
of New York—Greater New York—but the 
city pays all your bills, even supplying you 

footman. 
“ee one word more and I’m done. The 
real reason why we beg for the shift sys- 
tem is that we may live natural lives, and 
that our wives may have us at home to 
help rear the children and care for them as 
other children are cared for. Here's an in- 
stance. In my company one man buried 
seven children and never saw one of them 
die.

The Mortgage Tax Effects. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

As an excuse for his new bill to tag 
mortggges, Senator Stranahan urges that 
it is anyhow less preposterous than the ex- 
isting law. It is hard, however, to see how 
anything can be worse than the measure 
in question. The burden would, of course, 
be borne by the land owner in every case, 
except where the mortgage is not due, and 
infeach such instance the loan would be 
called in at maturity unless the mortgagor 
agreed to advance the rate of interest so 
as to cover the deduction for the tax. 

The proposed law creates an annual 
charge on the necessity of borrowing, and 
exempts the rich, who are not under such 
necessity. Presumably, the idea of the 
Legislature is that people have no right to 
be poor, and so compelled to borrow, and 
that they should be punished for such be- 
havior. 

I do not think the politicians can have 
any conception of the general disturbance 
that would be occasioned by the proposed 
measure. For this.city they, of course, 
care little, but it is a satisfaction to know 
that the farmers have mortgages on their 
property, and that when the latter find 
themselves obliged to pay this additional 
tax themselves or have their mortgages 
called in, there may be trouble for their 
representatives at Albany.

THE PAN-AMERICAN FAIR. 


Mr. McKinley and the Presidents of 
Other Republics Will Start the 
Machinery on May 1. 
BUFFALO, March 14.—With the return of 
Director General Buchanan from Washing- 
ton, the plans for opening the Pan-Ameri- 
can Exposition are assuming definite shape. 
It has been decided that the exposition 
shall be opened on May 1. At that time 
President McKinley and his Cabinet are 
expected to be on their way to the Pacific 

Coast. 

It is proposed to connect the President's 
train by telegraph with the Temple of 
Music. Direct telegraphic communication 
will also be established with the executive 
offices of the Presidents of all the repub- 
lics of the Western Hemisphere and the 
Governor General of Canada. At precisely 
2 o'clock, Buffalo time, they will all be re- 
quested to touch electric buttons, which 
will start a piece of machinery of the ex- 
position. At the same time it is expected 
they will transmit a message of greeting. 

President McKinley, from his special car, 
surrounded by his Cabinet, will then start 
the great fountain pumps, and will trans- 
mit over the wires;a message of greetin 
to the people assembled on the occasion o 
the opening. The details connected with 
this novel and remarkable arrangement are 
being worked out. 

On May 14 it is proposed to hold impos- 
ing dedicatory ceremonies, when it is ex- 
pected Vice President Roosevelt, Gov. 
Odell, and a large number of National and 
diplomatic officials will be present. 

A day probably between June 9 ‘and 12, 
will be designated ‘‘ President’s Day,”’ 
when President McKinley and his party, en 
route to Washington on their return from 
the coast, will be present.

SHIRT WAISTS. 


The season of the invincible shirt waist 
has arrived, and women who get their 
wardrobes early In the season and the 
newest designs in the prettiest and most 
stylish materials are laying in a stock of 


them. The season begins earlier and earlier 
each year, as there are more and more 
people who change the trend of their 
amusements, rather than give them up 
during Lent, and go South, to Europe, or 
to some of the many between-season re- 
sorts that are popular, and it is necessary 
to have a large stock of waists on hand 
ready for wear. 
*.* 

The number of shirt waists that a single 
woman will have in a season is a surprise 
to people who do not know by actual fig- 
ures the extent to which the shirt waist is 
used. It is nothing for a woman who 
dresses well to invest in $100 or $200 worth 


of shirt waists at a time. Here is a list 
of the waists. purchased by one woman: 
There are twelve madras waists of the sim- 
plest make and finish, seven colored and 
five white; there are two pretty waists of 
silk and linen, waists in colors, one silk 
handkerchief or French carré waist in 
brilliant colors that will be serviceable for 
traveling and many purposes; two colored 
linen waists in stripes, two white piqué 
waists, and five thin white waists that are 
sheer and dainty, and will answer for many 
purposes. That is twenty-four waistsin all, 
a very comfortable allowance, and will 
cover all the ground in dress that a shirt 
waist well can.

The most stylish shirt waist this season 
is a simple garment, but it fits to perfec- 
tion. It is made to suit the figure with 


the low bust. It is probably three inches 
longer in front than last year. It has a 
broad effect at the shoulders and not so 
much as a yoke for trimming. The sleeve 
is made exactly like the man’s shirt sleeve, 
with a rather narrow cuff, the sleeve 
stitched into it without a gather, though 
there must be, of necessity, some fullness 
at the top to give the proper effect. 
*,.* 

In the madras there is a combination of 
many colors this year in Roman effects 
that are very charming. Some of these are 
very delicate, two or three of the pastel 
shades — combined. In others the 
shades are deeper, and if no prettier, are 
quite as stylish. Many of the heavier color 
effects are to be seen, broad stripes of 
color, which give a deep tone. 

*,* 

As a contrast to the madras, the Oxfords 
or cheviots are in quieter colors, and in 
all white or black and white are stylish 
Some very handsome waists and materials 
for waists are to be found in the mercer- 
ized cheviots which have a little figure 


in the material. A pretty feature is a 
border in the material which makes up 
with charming effect in a waist. A pale 
blue waist, for instance, has white intro- 
duced in it with the border trimming, and 
in the white are clusters of hair lines cf 
black which are effective. These waists 
sell ready made for §8.

Hand-embroidered linens are among the 
handsomest materials, and, being hand- 
work, there are not so many to be found, 


and they have a special attractiveness on 
that account. They are embroidered in 
small figures, in colors or in white, in de- 
signs of the always popular fleur-de-lys, 
clover leaf, bow knot, and dot.

Pique waists are all in white, the greater 
number made of the pique with the medium 
cord, and others with an extra fine cord. 
There is nothing that is more satisfactory 


for all-around wear than the white pique 
waist. There is a brand-new feature ‘on 
these waists this year, which is proving at- 
tractive, though it seems a little odd at 
first; this is the smoked pearl button. 
They are medium-sized, flat pearl buttons 


of good quality, which fasten the waist in 
the front. 
*,* ” 

A beautiful material, which makes up into 
a twelve-dollar waist and which sells for $3 
a yard, is the French linen. This comes in 
all shades—lavenders, tans, blues, and 
pinks—many deep pinks being among them, 
this being a season of the deeper colors. 
These linens have narrow stripes on the 
solid colors. A cluster of these stripes and 
dots at the side, stripes crossed with lines, 
and linked rings are to be found in the de- 
signs.

For more dressy materials there are the 
French slik and linen goods, with em- 
broidered dots and cords. There are black 


dots on yellow, black on lavender, and 
white on different colors. Dimity linens 
are very delicate and charming, in stripes 
and plaids and in delicate colors.

Embroidered .swisses show embroidered 
dots and stripes and cost $3 a.yard and 
$10 a waist. The white madras is most at- 


tractive, coming in many different weaves 
—stripes and with figures in the material, 
and in some something of a lace effect like 
a fine drawn-work figure.

The plain swiss waists made up with 
tucks and insertions are dainty and effect- 
ive. Their sheerness is one of their chief 
beauties and worn over pretty little lace 
underwaists, they are charming. One of 


these waists has the effect of a bolero 
given with the lace insertions, and an- 
other buttoned in the back has a deep point 
made with a lacelike embroidery in the 
front, which reaches nearly to the waist. 
The vestlike piece formed by the insertion 
is of small, fine tucks of the plain swiss, 
and the remainder of the front outside the 
point is formed of clusters of these fine 
tucks running horizontally. The back has 
an insertion of the lace down the centre, 
with a cluster of tucks on either side, the 
remainder of the back being plain. The 
sleeves have a point of the lace insertion 
set in at the top, and the bands at the wrist 
as well as the little collar at the neck, 
which is stitched to the waist, are formed 
by plain bands of tucking.

There is a bishop effect to most of the 
sleeves of the waists of the thinner ma- 
terials. There are white batistes with 


many combinations of lace and fancy in- 
sertions that make up into pretty waists. 
In some of these materials a little color ts 
introduced, but they are more often white.

The light wash flannels are always with 
us in shirt waists. They are in the soft 
shades, in all combinations of colors, and 


ure most serviceable as morning waists. 
In the corded wash silks a stylish piece is 
of red and white in solid blocks, softened 
by intermediate blocks, in which the red is 
interwoven with the white.

A material that has come in this year, 
and which probably not many people have 
missed, is the real hand-woven Chinese 
pongee. For two or three years it has been 
impossible to obtain this material, and the 
machine-woven, smooth-finished pongee, 
which is infinitely different from the real 
article, even to the color, has taken its 
place. But now the genuine article has 
been imported, and is ready te be made u 
into waists. It is one of the coolest ana 
most serviceable materials for this pur- 
pose. A waist of it will cost $9, and the 
material $1.50 a yard. 

*.* 

Then in the silk waist there is the Rum- 
chunda, and that speaks for itself. These 
imported French surah squares, with their 
Oriental designs and Indian name, are serv- 
iceable for so many purposes and have so 
much character that many of them are 


now on their way to or are in the South, 
have gone to Europe, and are ready for 
wear at the seaside. Many women like 
them for traveling, for they are soft and 
cool. The squares cost $4 apiece, and: three 
will make a waist. Most of them come 
with a border and centre of some plain 
color which harmonizes with the Oriental 
design which forms the larger rt of the 
handkerchief. Utilizing the plain border 
and centre the waist is made with the box 
plait of the plain material down the centre, 
and with it a bolero effect is ven in 
front. Ready-made waists cost $18,

“Tt is an acquired taste,” says the uned- 
ucated masculine, looking at these waists, 
“but they are so entirely different from 
everything else in the waist line that they 
have a charm all their own. The orange 


reds and combinations of orange and black 
are gorgeously Oriental, and there are 
softer shades of lavender, of blue, and a 
charming square is of a soft old blue of the 
cadet shade combined with the colors of an 
old Paisley shawl.

TO PULL DOWN YALE BUILDINGS 


Only One of the Ancient Landmarks, It 
Is Expected, Will Be Standing 
Next October. 


NEW HAVEN, Conn., March 14.—An of- 
ficial order has been issued by the Yale 
corporation authorities for the demolition 
of all the remaining old structures on the 
university campus with the exception of 
the dormitory known as South Middle, and 


it is expected that before the bi-centennial 
celebration in October next this building 
will be the only one of the ancient college 
landmarks left standing. 

The lyceum will be torn down first im- 
mediately after commencement week, and 
this will be followed by North College, as 
soon as the college Post Office can be 
transferred to Fayerweather Hall. Early 
in July the Treasury Building will be 
pulled down and the Treasury Department 
moved to the new administrative building, 
while the aepartment of music now in the 
ey Building, will be shifted to the 
former home of ex-President Dwight. 

The old brick structure opposite Durfee 
Hall on Elm Street, will also be demolished 
and the psychological laboratory will prob- 
ably be transferred to the old gymnasium 
on Library Street, now used as the Com- 
mons dining hall.

EX-SHERIFF MOLLOY DEAD. 


Was a Wel!-Known Westchester Of- 
ficlal and Turf Man. 
ALBANY, March 14.—Ex-Sheriff William 
V. Molloy of Westchester County, the well- 
known turfman, died to-day at the Union 
Hotel on the Troy Road, surrounded by 
his immediate relatives. The Rev. Henry 
T. Newey of St. Patrick’s Cathedral, New 

York City, was present. 


William V. Molloy,’ the “ Big Sheriff,” 
was one of the most popular officials 
that Westchester County ever had. He 
was shrewd, painstaking, efficient, and 
popular. A giant in stature and physique, 
he was the most picturesque official in 
the county. Socially he had friends with 
the gentle and simple, the old and the 
yougg. He was never unkind, and was 
welcome everywhere. 

Ex-Sheriff Molloy was the son of a 
farmer, who died last year. He was born 
at Fleetwood, now a part of Mount Vernon, 
in 1856, and had his schooling at New 
Rochelle. When twenty-two years old he 
directed action by a beg aan cammittee 
which broke up a gang of house marauders 
at New Rochelle. He then became head of 
a detective corps at Glen Island. When 
James G. Blaine toured the United States 
Molloy was one of his bodyguard. 

Elected. in 1886 as Assessor of New 
Rochelle he entered on a second term, but 
in 1890 he resigned to become Supervisor, 
and served two terms. He declined nomi- 
nation for the Assembly for the Second 
Westchester District in 1891, and in 1892 
was defeated as the Republican candidate 
for County Register by William J. Granly. 
In 1895 President Harrison appointed him 
Postmaster of New Rochelle. His ad- 
ministration gained him popularity. Pres- 
ident McKinley reappointed him to the of- 
fice in May, 1897. He was elected Sheriff 
for three years that year, and was suc- 
ceeded by Samuel C. iller. 


Justice Lawrence’s Secretary Dead. 

Justice Lawrence of the Supreme Court 
received word yesterday that his private 
secretary, David J. Lees, had died yes- 
terday morning at Palm Beach, Fla. Mr. 
Lees had been private secretary to Justice 
Lawrence since 1873. Mr. Lees had also 
been a clerk for over a year in the Justice's 
law office. He had been in ill health for 
some time, and on March 1 he went to 
Palm Beach with Ambrose G. McCall, 
clerk of Part I., Special Term, of the Su- 


preme Court. -He seemed to improve in 
health up to Sunday last, when he grew 
rapidly worse. Mr. Lees was forty-four 
years old and unmarried. He leaves two 
sisters.

Mrs. Fitzgerald, who is known under

The attention of naturalists, sportsmen, 
and all persons who are interested in wild 
animals will be attracted by the mission of 
J. Alden Loring, the Curator of Mammals 
in Bronx Park, who left yesterday after- 
noon for Kadiak Island and the Cook's 
Inlet country in Alaska. Mr. Loring goes 
to the Far North as the field agent of the 
New York Zoological Society, with in- 
structions to’ capture and send back here 
specimens of the Kadiak bear and white 
sheep, neither of which animals are known 
to be in captivity at present. Incidentally, 
Mr. Loring is directed to secure specimens 
of moose, caribou, deer, brown bears, and 
any other animals which should stray 
across his path. 

The interesting feature of the expedition, 
however, is regarded as that which concerns 
the Kadiak bears. Conservative naturalists 
say that a full-grown specimen of the Ka- 
diak will measure ten feet from tip to tip, 
and will weigh in the neighborhood of 2,000 
pounds. These figures call for a bear more 
than twice the size of an ordinary grizzly, 


and they are borne out by the skulls of 
Kadiaks which have been recovered. But 
one of these huge beasts has ever been 
killed by a white man, so far as authentic 
records show. This one was killed bv a 
member of the Harriman expedition to 
Alaska in 1898. 

The plan is to seek and take cubs from 
their parents. Mr. Loring carnestly hopes 
to do this without attracting the attention 
of the parents, but it is considered quite 
pusty that he will have to do some shoot- 
ing befcre he can make sure of the cubs. 
To be prepared for any emergency of this 
kind, Mr. Loring is taking into the woods, 
among other arms, one of the modern 
emall-calibre rifles, and he will use smoke- 
less powder cartridges, with soft- nosed but- 
lets, which will ‘‘mushroom"’ when strik- 
ing the flesh. He nas also provided himself 
with an accident insurance policy for a 
considerable amount. 

Mr. Loring will make a special effort 
to capture some specimens of the white 
sheep, a very rare and beautiful animal 
found in some of the wilder regions of 
Alaska, but'of which no specimens are now 
in captivity. He will also make as many 
additions as possible to the representatives 
of the cervidae now included in the Bronx 
Zoo. In fact, almost any animal which 
the curator chances to see or which chances 
to see him in the course of his long journey 
through the northern woods he will make 
an earnest effort to capture alive, or, fail- 
ing in this, he will kill it and skin it. He 
will let no wild animal go to waste. 

Mr. Loring will go to Seattle and sail 
from there for Alaska about March 26. He 
will land at Skaguay and proceed thence 
to the Cook's Inlet country. He will en- 
gage a white man as a personal assistant 
and four or five Indians. His party will 
use the rivers to get back into the forests, 
packing their outfits in canoes. Two camps 
will be established, one at the point where 
the waterway is abandoned and one miles 
back in the woods. The captured animals 
will be kept in the latter camp until enough 
aave been secured to warrant a return to

MARKET MOVEMENT. 


Advancing quotations were quite gen- 
erally the order on the stock market yes- 
terday, with substantial gains appearing 
in not a few leading stocks. Generally 
the influences and developments of the 
day were helpful.

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MAYOR YETOES THE 
ATLANTIC AVENUE BILL 


Denounces It as Being Little Short 
of Legal Robbery. 


“Species of Dexterous Jugglery” by 
Which a Private Corporation Bene- 
fits at the Taxpayer’s Expense. 


Mayor Van Wyck sent to .lbany yester- 
day the Atlantic Avenue Improvement bill 
With a veto message, in which his rea- 
sons for disapproving the bill are set forth. 


9°PMayor Van Wyck writes that it is a bill 


to regulate atid improve Atlantic Avenue 
between Flatbush Avenue and Atkins Ave- 
nue, and providing for the removal of the 
steam railroad of the Long Island. Com- 
pany. The plan is to have the tracks de- 
pressed on Atlantic Avenue and raised on 
other portions of the route upon an ele- 
vated structure. For many years there has 
been an organized movement of property 
owners to have the steam railroad removed 
from the street surface. The trouble is 
that the railroad companies own the land 
en which they have laid their tracks on 
Atlantic Avenue, The veto message con- 
tinues as follows: 

The act provides that one-half the cost of the 
improvement, not exceeding $1,350,000, shall be 
paid by the city; that the residue of the cost 
shall be borne by the railroad company, and 
that the act shall not become operative, nor 
any of the work of improvement be commenced, 
until a company is in existence, ‘' competent 
and able ’’ to build a double-track underground 
railroad from Maiden Lane, in the Borough of 
Manhattan to Atlantic and Flatbush Avenues, 
in the Borough of Brooklyn. 

In other words, the city was to pay the sum 


’ of $1,250,000 in consideration not only of the de- 


pression and elevation of the railroad tracks, but 
upon the further consideration of the construc- 


tion without cost to the city of a system of un- 
derground rapid transit between the Boroughs 
of Brooklyn and Manhattan. 

In 1899 the city accepted a bill amending its 
charter so as to ‘permit the granting of tran- 
chises for tunnel railroads for a period of fifty 
years, with renewals not exceeding twenty-five, 
nstead of the theretofore existing provisions, 
which limited such grants to a twenty-five-year 
term, At the hearing on this bill, representatives 
of the Long Island Railroad Company explicitly 
stated that, if it was accepted by the city, that 
company would immediately proceed to have a 
tunnel! constructed between the Boroughs of Man- 
hattan and Brooklyn in compliance with the 
provisions of the Atlantic Avenue Improvement 
act. 
The amendment to the charter was accepted 
by the city. In June, 1899, a tunnel company, 
called the New York and Long Island Terminal 
Company, having the same President as the 
Long Island Railroad Company, applied to the 
Municipa! Assembly for the grant of a franchise, 
to operate a tunnel railway between the Long Isl- 
and Railroad Depot in the Borough of Brooklyn 
and Maiden Lane in the Borough of Manhattan. 
The Municipal Assembly took immediate action, 
fixing a day for hearing on this application. In 
January, 1900, a renewal of the application was 
made necessary by the election of a new Board 
of Aldermen, and again a day of hearing was 
immediately set, and hearings were had before 
a joint committee. 

Notwithstanding these statements and this pro- 
fession of a desire to secure a tunnel-railroad 
franchise, the tunnel company, within six weeks 
thereafter, on March 13, 1900, in a communica- 
tion signed by Mr. Baldwin, its President, with- 
, drew its application from the Municipal Assem- 
bly without assigning any reason therefor. 

The reason for this action, although not stated 
in the notice of withdrawal, is not difficult to 
find when it is considered that it was at the 
time the city entered upon the construction of a 
general underground rapid transit railroad sys- 
tem, with the expectation that it would be ex- 
tended, by means of a tunnel, to the Borough of 
Brookiyn, an expectation which has now been 
so far carried into effect that the Rapid Transit 
Railroad Commission has adopted a plan of a 
route for such a tunnél, to commence at or near 
the Battery in the Borough of Manhattan, and 
to end at the station of the Long Island Railroad 
Company at Flatbush and Atlantic Avenues, in 
the Borough of Brooklyn. All of this tunnel is 
to be constructed at the expense of the City of 
New York. 

This being the situation, the Long Island 
Railroad Company seeks to compel the city 
to pay $1,250,000 toward depressing and elevat- 
ing its tracks, and, at the same time, the city 
is to be obligated in a cost which, in round 
figures, may be stated at upward of $10,000,000 
for the construction of a tunnel ending at the 
Long Island Railroad Company’s station in 
Brooklyn. 

In other words, the Long Island Railroad 
Company gets rid of its obligation to provide a 
rapid transit tunnel free of coast to city, and 
dexterously saddles the cost of that public work 
upon the city itself, at the same time compelling 
the city to pay $1,250,000, precisely the same as 
if the tunnel in question were built without any 
expense to the taxpayers, as was contemplated 
by all parties in interest, and in the plainest 
terms provided in the Atlantic Avenue Improve- 
ment act. 

But there is a special reason why the Long 
Island Railroad Company has a tender considera- 
tion for the abutting property owners on At- 
lantic Avenue, and believes it easier to get 
money out of the Tréasury of the city .than out 
of the pockets of the residents along that thor- 
oughfare. In 1859 provision was made by an act 
of the Legislature for the removal of the tracks 
of the Long Island Railroad Company, then, as 
now, operated by steam, from the surface of 
Atlantic Avenue, and, in pursuance thereof, abut- 
ting property owners were assessed the amount 
of $125,000. This sum was collected and paid 
over to the railroad company as compensation 
for such withdrawal, and a formal contract was 
executed by which, In consideration thereof, it 
released forever all right to operate a steam rail- 
Way on the avenue. : 

In 1876 an act of the Legislature was passed 
authorizing the use of steam along a certain part 
of Atlantic Avenue. In 1879 another act was 
passed authorizing a similar use of steam to all 
that part of Atlantic Avenue not covered by the 

revious act, This bill was vetoed by Gov. 

obinson, who declared that it was unjustifiable 
and illegal interference with the contract rights 
of the owners of property on Atlantic Avenue, and 
that it was unconscionable on the part of the 

Biate, after having authorized the payment by 
such property owners of the assessment for the 
withdrawal of steam to now compel or authorize 
a return of the burden without resulting com- 
pensation to the property owners themselves. 

To-day, therefore, the railroad company is 
operating its road by steam on Atlantic Avenue, 
although it has never made any return of the 
money which was paid by the adjacent property 
ewners upon contract that no such use of the 
street should be made, and it fs now asking the 
City of New York at large to contribute the 
sum of $1,250,000 to the treasury of the railroad 
company to again take steam off the surface of 
Atlantic Avenue, and {ft ts further evading and 
wholly avoiding its existing obligation to fur- 
nish a rapid transit to Brooklyn. 

This bill is certainly not in the tnterest of the 
City of New York, and it is equally certain that 
it is in the interest of the Long Island Railroad 
Company, The monopoly which the Long Island 
Railroad Company enjoys of the right to run 
trains into the heart of the Borough of Brooklyn, 
and which 1s carefully preserved by the pro- 
visions of this bill, that no cars of other com- 
panies shall ever fun over ité rails except by its 
consent, ts itself worth millions of dollars and 
forms an asset so valuable that the company 
could well afford to sustain the entire cost of 
®0 operating {ts railroad as t6 be free from all 
obfection on the part of the public. 

To take $1,250,000 out of the Treausry of the 
city and transfer it to the treasury of the Long 
Isiand Ralilroad Company fs little short of legal 
robbery. To do this by bringing prominently to 
the front an agreement on the part of the city 
to spend $1,250,000 and by withdrawing from 
view and concealing the fact that such an agree- 
ment was based on the construction, without 
cost to the city, of a rapid transit tunnel upon 
which the city {is mow to spend upward of $10,- 
00,000, 1s, If It succeeds, a species of dexterous 
juggiery by which, the taxpayers’ money !s trans- 
ferred to the treagury of a private corporation. 

The principles of morality upon which it ts 
sustainable are only recognized in transactions 
which so frequently come to light by which prt- 
vate interests profit by public expense.

HIT DYNAMITE WITH A PICK. 


Two Workmen in a Trench Blown Sev- 
eral Feet and Terribly Injured. 
Two sticks of dynamite were lying yes- 
terday at the-bottom of a trench which 
fs being dug for a sewer at Hughes Ave- 
nue and One Hundred and EHightieth Street, 
and near by were Nicholas Stemelio of One 
Hundred and Bighty-seventh Street and 
Hoffman Avenue and Giovanni Tufu of 
2.3385 Arthur Avenue, working industriously 
with picks. It is\not known which man 
struck one of the dynamite sticks with 
his pick. There was a terrific report, which 
shook the adjoining buildings to their 
foundations and sent a great cloud of dirt 

and stone flying skyward. 

A hole several feet in depth was dug by 
the force of the explosion, and the trench 
was considerably widened. Stemeillo was 
sent flying along the bottom of the trench, 
while Tufu was blown entirely out of the 


excavation and landed some distance away. 
Workmen ran to the scene, and _ found 
the two men unconscious and terribly in- 
ured. Both of Tufu’s arms were broken, 
his body was covered with contusions, and 
his clothing was in shréds. Stemello's 
body was in the same state, and the am- 
bulance surgeons said both men were in- 
ternally injured, The men were taken to 
Fordham Hospital, and it is said there’ is 
little chance of their recovery. 

William A. Lenihan, foreman of the work, 
which is being done by James Pilki on 
of Chatham Square, was arrested, and held 
in the Harlem Police Court without bail 
for examination to-morrow. 


DRESSED WHILE FLAMES RAGED. 


Made Their Toilets While Other 
“Tenants Fled in Terror. 


A crackling noise was heard in the air- 
shaft of the four-story tenement at 2,324 
Second Avenue at 2:30 o'clock yesterday 
morning and Mrs. Rose Bonowich, the wife 
of a delicatessen dealer, who lives on the 
first floor, thought it was made by burglars 
trying to enter the house. She awakened 
her husband, and found that the noise was 
caused by flames burning fiercely at the foot 
of the airshaft, and which were fast filling 
the building with smoke. Grabbing his 
four children and calling to his wife to fol- 
low Bonowich rushed through the hall to 
the street shouting ‘“ Fire!’’ as he ran. 

A passing citizen saw the smoke from the 
street and hurriedly turned in an alarm. 
Meantime the tenants in the house had been 
aroused, and there was a wild scramble 
through hallways to the doors and fire- 
escapes. The tenants on the second floor, 
with the exception of two persons, rushed 
for the rear fire-escape and clambered 
across the balconies to the adjoining house, 
‘he exceptions were Miss Frances Dahm, 
twenty-two years old, and her father, a 
saloon keeper. Miss Dahm was aroused by 
the smell of smoke, the crackling of flames, 
and the general pandemonium in the hall- 
ways. She hurriedly aroused her father. 

Mr. Dahm is a singularly phlegmatic 
man. He arose from his bed languidiy and 
said: 

‘*Oh, never mind. Let’s get dressed.” 

He then proceeded to put on his clothes 
in a very deliberate manner and with a 
nice regard for detail. His daughter, reas- 
sured by his coolness, followed his ex- 
ample. oe 

The crew of Engine Company No. 35 had 
arrived in the meantime and found that the 
flames had worked their way through the 
airshaft to the rooms. Belated tenants 
were rushing with shouts through the hall- 
ways. One heroic man paused at the door 
of the Dahm apartments long enough to tell 
the occupants to flee for their lives. Dahm 
pére at the time was pawing around under 
the bureau seeking a stray collar button. 
He recovered it and went on with his 
toilet. 

The rattling engines attracted the atten- 
tion of Policémen Loughlin and Lenahan 
of the East One Hundred and Twenty-sixth 
Street Station, who rushed into the building 
to see if\every one was out. The firemen 
were dragging their hose up the stairway 
when the policemen got there. The officers 
found Dahm and his daughter putting the 
finishing touches on their toilet. The fa- 
ther was flecking a few specks of dust from 
his hat, while Miss Dahm was putting her 
hat on straight in front of the mirror. 

‘“Get out! Get out! The house is on fire! 
shouted the policemen, waving their hands 
toward the door. 

Mr. Dahm was visibly annoyed. 

‘““Well, what are you making so_ much 
noise about it for?’ said he petulantly. 
** We'll get out all right.” 

He then conducted his daughter down the 
stairs and to the street without hurrying in 
the least. 

The fire did about $500 damage. It is sus- 
pected that it was of incendiary origin, and 
an investigation is being made. 


CONSUMERS’ LEAGUE MEETING. 


Experts Testify to the Baneful Effects 
of the Sweatshop System. 


A parlor meeting in the interests of the 
Consumers’ League was held at the resi- 
dence of Mrs. Anson Phelps Stokes, 229 
Madison Avenues, yesterday afternoon. 
Rcbert Crowe spoke on the conditions of 
sweatshops, both in this city and in Lon- 
don, saying that they were worse here than 
in the British metropolis. The Rev. W. 


D. P. Bliss said that much of the vice in 
this city is caused by the overcrowding in 
the city as a result of the sweatshop sys- 


tem. 

Mrs. Frederick Nathan, the President of 
the Consumers’ League, quoted a recent 
address of Dr. Annié Daniel, visiting physi- 
cian of the Infirmary for Women and Chil- 
dren, to prove that fatal germs of tubercu- 
losis are carired into the homes of the 
wealthy in clothing made in tenements. 

There was a large attendance, and many 
new members joined the league. 


LEGAL NOTES. 


LIABILITY OF BAGCAGE EXPRESS COMPA- 
NIEs.—After a litigation covering nearly 
twelve years, during which her case has 
been four times tried by a jury and five 
times heard on appeal, with heavy accumu- 
lations of costs to be paid by the unsuc- 
cessful party, Mrs. Harriet Springer has 
finally triumphed in her suit torecover from 
the Westcott Express Company for loss of 
her trunk and contents. The trunk, filled 
with ladies’ clothing, jewelry, &c., valued at 
over $2,000, was Gelivered at Troy on Sept. 
14, 1889, to the New York Central and Hud- 
son River Railroad Company, and it was 
checked from that place to this city. The 
express company sent its agent through 
the train to solicit baggage from passen- 
gwzers for delivery at their homes. This 
agent delivered to Mrs. Spricger, when he 
received her check, a folded paper, contain- 
ing a printed condition limiting its liability 
in case of loss to $100. When the trunk was 
delivered it was almost empty, covered with 
dirt, and the lock broken. On the first trial 
in this city, in December, 1893, Mrs. Spring- 
er got a verdict, which was reversed in 
May, 1894, in an opinion by Presiding Jus- 
tice Van Brunt, because the trial court had 
vefused to charge that in no event could 
plaintiff recover more than $100. She was 
again successful on the second trial, in No- 
vember, 1894, but a reversal was again di- 
rected in May, 1895, because a ground of 
liability not in the pleadings was submitted 
to the jury, On the third trial the Court di- 
rected a verdict for the defendant. A re- 
versal was again ordered, in on opinion by 
Justice Barrett, holdmg that the case 
should have been submitted to the jury. 

A recovery by the plaintiff on the fourth 
trial of a verdict for $900 was affirmed in 
July, 1897, in an opinion by Justice Patter- 
son, Justice Williams dissenting. The Court 
of Appeals holds unanimously (opinion by 
Justice Vann) that the express company, in 
sending its agent throvgeh the train to so- 
licit baggage, undertook, upon receiving the 
passenger's trunk check, to present it at the 
station to which the trunk was checked, de- 
mand its delivery, and,if not complied with, 
return the check to the owner of the trunk. 
If, in accordance with a custom, he sur- 
rendered the check to the railroad company 
upon the train before arriving at the sta- 
tion, and the contents of the trunk were 
subsequently stclen, the baggage company 
was responsible to the owner for the loss. 
From the time of the delivery of the check 
the railrcad company became a bailee of 
the express company. In reference to the 
folded paper ccrtaining the printed condi- 
tion, the Court holds that the charge to 
the jury that if it found from the evidence 
that the plainviff knew the character of the 
paper, or accepted it with notice that it 
contained a special contract, and neglected 
to acquaint herself with it, the limitation of 
£100 applied: but if it found that the plaint- 
iff did not know the paper was proffered as 
a contract, and received it not knowing its 
contents, but merely as a receipt ard to be 
able to trace the property, then the limita- 
tion did not apply, was a sufficient state- 
ment of the express company’s rights with 
reference to that paper.

LIABILITY OF CITY FOR OVERFLOW OF 
GuTTER.—Frederick Schumacher and oth- 
ers, whose property was injured while in 
the basement of their store, at Eighteenth 
Street and Fourth Avenue, in this city, in 
November, 1899, through flooding during a 
heavy rain, have secured a decision in their 
favor by the Court of Appeals, in their 
suit against the city for damages. A 
trench had been dug by the Tubular Dis- 
patch Company near the curb line, on the 
west side cf Fourth Avenue, adjacent to 
the plaintiffs’ building, the basement of 


which extended under the Sidewalk. Dur- 
ing the progress of the work, which was 
done under a permit from the city, the 
company threw earth into the gutter and 
over a culvert, so that the surface water 
was turned into this basement, injuring 
merchandise to the extent of over $7,000. 
The Appellate Division in this city re- 
versed the decision of the trial court, which 
dismissed the complaint. The Court of 
Appeals has now rendered judgment ab- 
solute for the plaintiffs on the city’s stipu- 
lation when it appealed to that tribunal. 
Judge Vann, ving the opinion, holds 
that the city was bound to keep its street 
gutters reasonably free from obstruction, 
so as to avoid, even in a time of unusual 
rainfall, the flooding of basements of ad- 
joining premises by surface water, and for 
its failure to do so it was liable for dam- 
ages resulting from the neglect. The rule 
was held to apply, although the obstruc- 
tion was caused by an independent con- 
tractor. In such a case, where the obstruc- 
tion had existed in the centre o# the cit 
for two days, and a city Inspector, though 
aid by the contractor, had been appointed 
y the Superintendent of Public orks to 
look after the city’s interests, the failure 
of the Inspector to observe the danger or 
his neglect .to report it was held to the 
failure or neglect of the city.

INVENTOR MARCONI 
ARRIVES IN NEW YORK 


Will Examine Proposed Sites for 
Wireless Telegraphic Stations. 


Confident that thé System Will Ulti- 
mately Be Adopted Throughout 
the Civilized World. 


William Marconi, the inventor of the 
wireless telegraphic system, was an ar- 
rival on the White Star liner Majestic from 
Liverpool yesterday morning. Mr. Marconi 
will spend one month in America, during 
which time he will Visit the New England 
coast and other places, and consider the 
advisability of various sites as wireless 
telegraphic stations. Concerning his plans, 
Mr. Marconi said: < 

“One of the objects of my visit is the 
establishing of wireless telegraphic sta- 
tions at points along the coast, so that in- 
coming and outgoing vessels can communi- 
cate with the shore from the sea. Among 
thé transatlantic steamship lines, the North 
German Lloyd will be the first to take ad- 
vantage of my system. I cannot say what 
other lines will adopt it.” 

Referring to the use of the wireless ap- 
paratus on board warships, Mr. Marconi 
said that plants had been instituted on 
vessels of the British, German, and Belgian 
navies. In the British Navy twenty-eight 
vessels are equipped with the system, in 
the German three, and in the Belgian four. 

‘From all these,’’ said Mr. Marconi, 
“messages can be transmitted successfully 
from a distance of 200 miles at sea. - 

‘““I am confident that the system will 
ultimately be adopted throughout the 
world,” he continued. ‘‘ The fact that sev- 
eral steamship companies have adopted 
the system, but are unable to utilize it, ow- 
ing to the absence of receiving stations on 
shore, has prompted me to attempt to es- 
tablish stations, both in this country and 
abroad. You do not hear so much of the 
System in England for the simple reason 
that it has become established. It is used 
over there now as one would the telephone 
or telegraph. America, I think, has been 
somewhat backward in taking hold of the 
matter. 

‘“‘Even the Boers attempted to use the 
apparatus. Forty instruments were seized 
by the Government authorities at Cape 


Town, but on trial they would not work. 
They were German imitations of the Mar- 
coni system.” 

Mr. Marconi was asked if he expected to 
go to Washington in order to bring the 
system more clearly before the Navy De- 
partment. 

“I have made no such arrangements,” 
he replied, ‘‘ but I am ready to go there 
shculd the departmént so desire.” 

‘How about the Tesla system, by means 
of which he proposes to flash messages 
across the sea?’’ was another question 
Mr. Marconi was asked. 

‘All that I can say in regard to that,” 
he answered, ‘is that Mr. Tesla’s declara- 
tions are very interesting. I do not see 
why it cannot be accomplished in time. 
The possibilities are unlimited.” 

Gustay Schwab of the North German 
Lloyd Steamship Company when seen yes- 
terday afternoon in regard to the placing 
of wireless telegraphic plants on liners of 
that oompeny said that tests had been con- 
cucted rom the Kaiser Wilhelm der 
Grosse. He gave his indorsement to the 
possibilities claimed for the system. A spe- 
cial room for a plant on the new liner 
Kronprinz Wilhelm, which will be ready 
for the service next Fall, is being con- 
structed in that vessel. A station connect- 
ed with the Nantucket Lightship, Mr. 
Schwab said, would be a great improve- 
ment on existing conditions, as then news 
of vessels could be had ten hours before 
their arrival. Mr. Schwab's opinions were 
shared = other steamship managers who 
were spoken to on the question.

George V. Robinson, President of the

the Board of Trustees of the Brooklyn Dis-

“I was surprised to read the statemen 
of Mr. Adler that Hebrew and Protestant 
lads were being forced to attend religious 
services at the protectory, and that at- 
tempts were being made to make converts 
of them to the Catholic faith. It is true 
that the protectory is a Catholic institu- 
tion, and the Trustees of the Brooklyn 
Disciplinary School knew this when they 
sent the boys there. 

‘Every facility has been provided for 
spiritual advisers or any one interested in 
the Hebrew or Protestant scholars to visit 
them and give them such. instruction as 
they thought beneficial. But we are not in 
a position to create separate departments 
for imparting the prescribed dogmas of the 
Hebrew or the Protestant faiths to the new 
scholars. We have not, however, com- 


pans them to attend Catholic services at 
all.”’ 


A WOMAN FAINTS IN COURT. 


Mrs. Paine’s Action Against Her Hus- 
band Delayed by Her Iliness. 

Mrs. May Paine caused considerable ex- 
citement and some delay in the proceed- 
ings in Part III., Special Term, of the Su- 
preme Court, yesterday. Mrs. Paine was in 
court ready to testify in her own behalf in 
her action for a separation from her hus- 
band, Oscar Van Dyke Paine, who, she 
said, had deserted her. Mr. Paine brought 
a counter action for absolute divorce. 

Just as Mrs. Paine was about to be called 
to the stand as the first witness she faint- 
ed. She then went into convulsions. She 
was carried from the courtroom to one of 
the jury rooms and a physician a called.

EVANGELIST MEYER ARRIVES. | ERX 


The English Minister Will Hold Meet- 
ings in America Under the Direc- 
tion of the Moody Institutions. 


The Rev. Dr. Frederick B. Meyer, one of 
the leading evangelists of England, arrived 
here yesterday on the White “Star Line 
steamship Majestic. He was met at the 
pier by William R. Moody, a son of the late 
evangelist, Dwight L. Moody, and at 11 
o'clock. Dr. Meyer left for Richmond, Va., 
where he was scheduled to hold an evan- 
gelistic service last night. 

Dr. Meyer has been to this country many 
times before. He was a great personal 
friend of the late Mr. Moody, and through 
his instrumentality came to lecture at 
Northfield, Mass., at the conferences held 
there nearly every Summer. Dr. Meyer's 
present trip was arranged by William R. 
Moody, who is now in charge of the North- 
field colleges. Mr. Moody said concerning 
the tour Dr. Meyer would make: 

“Dr. Meyer has preached and lectured 
at Northfield many times in the past few 
years. It was felt that his work was so 
valuable that it would be unfortunate to 
confine its results to those who could at- 
tend the Northfield conferences. So under 
the auspices of the Northfield Extension 
work it was planned that he should go over 
the country and hold something resembling 
Northfield conferences at many of the lead- 
ing centres. 

“The tour will include Richmond, At- 
lanta, Birmingham, Chattanooga, Cincin- 
nati, Indianapolis, Kansas City, Omaha, 
and Allegheny. The Moody institutions are 
responsible for the tour, although the ex- 
penses locally will be raised in the cities 
mentioned. Dr. Meyer will sail, returning, 
on April 18, so he will have a very hard 
five weeks of it.”’ 

Dr. Meyer is a slender, ministerial look- 
ing man of about sixty years. He wears 


the typical English dominie hat. He said 
he was just from work in one of the most 
remarkable religious movements in England 
that he had ever known of. 

“The Free Churches in England,”’ said 
Dr. Meyer, “ have united for Gospel sery- 
ices. First, the meetings were held only in 
London, Then the smaller cities were taken 
in, so that simultaneous services were be- 
ing held in 3,000 cities in Great Britain. It 
is now proposed to carry the work into all 
me villages and hamlets’ of the British 
sles. 

“The work in London had most phe- 
nomenal results. Almost’ every available 
place for a meeting was utilized. On many 
nights there were as many as a thousand 
services being held at one time. The spir- 
itual power manifested was something 
marvelous. Tremendous crowds attended. 
I have never seen anything like it. As 
soon as it can be done, we expect to extend 
invitations to join in this work to Aus- 
tralia, Canada, the United States, and all 
other countries that we can reach. It is 
the most wonderful religious movement I 
have ever known of.” 

The work Dr. Meyer described is the 
same in England as that now cane done 
by the National Gospel Campaign in this 
country, the Executive Committee of which 
William Phillips Hall, the business man 
evangelist, of this city, is Chairman. 


CONFERENCE ON TAXATION. 


National Civic Federation Calls a Meet- 
ing to be Held in Buffalo. 

The Natioral Civic Federation, an organi- 
zation that has held conferences on ‘ Our 
Foreign Policy,”” ‘‘ The Trust Question,”’ 
and has recently organized a national joint 
committee on concilliation and arbitration, 
has called a national conference on taxa- 
tion at Buffalo for the 28d and 24th of 
May. Governors will be invited to appoint 
delegates, and the various State Tax Com- 
missioners and the members of Legislative 
committees that deal with taxation will 
be especially invited to participate. The 
call contains the following statement of 
the reason and necessity for such a con- 
ference, and says among other things that 
the people are only slowly awakening to 
the défects of modern methods of taxation; 
that commerciai activity is no longer con- 
fined to local limits; that the character of 
personal property and individual invest- 
ments has changed; that the action of any 


one Commonwealth inevitably reacts upon 
another, and that therefore the time has 
come for those dissatisfied with the spas- 
modic and makeshift efforts at reform in 
some States to consider the problems in- 
volved from the higher standpoints cf 
princtple and of mutual co-operation., A 
national conference on taxation, the cal: 
says, may be expected to formulate some 
ideas which will aid those who believe that 
progress Hes in the direction of more uni- 
formity and inter-State comity. 

Among the questions which wil be con- 
sidered at the conference are the following: 

1. The inter-State taxation of quasi-public 
corporations.

CHIMES RUNG BY NEW METHOD. 


Compressed Air and Electricity Set St. 
Patrick’s Nineteen Bells Pealing. 
The nineteen bells fh the great chime of 
St. Patrick's Cathedral were rung yester- 
day by means of a system of compressed 
air, the St. Patrick chime being the first 
in the world to be so operated. The newly 
installed system was being officially tested 
in the presence of the rector and trustees 
of the Cathedral and numerous mechanical 
experts. The test was satisfactory. From 
a little cabinet, no larger than a woman's 
writing desk, at the rear of the sanctuary 
the light pressure of the mother of pearl 
stops sent the volume of compressed air 
up to the heavy bells in the steeeple, and 

the tones came back clear and sweet. 
That was one of two ways for the ring- 


ing of the chimes by means of the system. 
Another was by electric action auto- 
matically supplied to the compressed air 
apparatus. A disk, perforated like that of 
a music box, was adjusted to the mech- 
anism, and as it revolved slowly the 
““Adeste Fideles’’ pealed out from the 
tower far above. Then the automaton sent 
forth the strains of the ‘“‘ Angelus.’’ This 
will be given regularly at 8 A. M., 12 M., 
and 6 P. M., and at 7 P. M. the ‘“ De 
Profundis "’ will be given.

Is the Alleged Proprietor of a Forty- 


second Street Gambling Resort. 

George Brotherton, who has a long prison 
record, and is well known in gambling 
circles, was committed to ‘the Tombs in 
default of $2,500 bail by Justice Jerome, 
sitting as a Magistrate yesterday, on a 
charge of conducting a gambling house at 
116 East Forty-second Street. Brotherton 
was arrested on a bench warrant by De- 
tective Sergeant Cuff Wednesday night. 

W. C. Adams of 323 West Seventy-fourth 
Street is the owner of the building, and 
has brought action to dispossess Brother- 
ton. dams alleges that there was a 
clause in the lease prohibiting gambling on 
the premises. 

The police claim that Brotherton was 
convicted in San Francisco some years 
ago of having raised a check from $14.25 
to $14,516.25. For this he was tried, they 
say, and sentenced to twelve vears’ im- 
prisonment in San Quentin Prison. Prior 
to his California experience Brotherton is 
said by the detectives to have been con- 


cerned in an effort to liberate the notorious 
Billy Forrester from a Philadelphia prison. 
He was also arrested in this city in 1890 
for attempting to cash a forged check. 
This charge was withdrawn. 

Brotherton’s most recent notoriety was 
gained in connection with an attempted 
production. of ‘Cinderella’ at-the Met- 
ropolitan Opera House for charity in 1898. 
Many society women lent their names as 
patronesses to the affair, until the char- 
acter of the promoter was learned, when 
there was a rush to withdraw their names. 

John Madden, the sub-lessee of the 
premises, was arraigned aftér Brotherton. 
Detective McClelland of Superintendent Mc- 
Cullagh’s staff testified against him. He 
had played roulette in the place, he said, 
Madden operating the wheel. “It was a 
crooked wheel, too,"’ he added. 

“What do you mean by a_ crooked 
wheel?’’ asked ex-Assistant District Attor- 
ney Unger, who was defending Madden. 

“Why, it was fixed so _ the house- could 
win when they pleased. They allowed the 
ae to win, but the ‘ sucker’ seldom 


Madden’s case went over until to-day.
